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AIDS Activists Meet Clinton Staff, 
'Have Every Reason to be Hopeful'

WASHINGTON - Lead¬ 
ers of a broad coalition of so¬ 
cial groups working on AIDS 
met here December 9 with a 
top representative from Pres¬ 
ident-elect Clinton’s transition 
staff. After what participants 
agreed was a productive talk, 
they expressed hope that the 
epidemic will be better ad¬ 
dressed in the coming four 
years than in the past ten. 

“The most important thing 
we heard [today] ... is that we 
as AIDS advocates have ev¬ 
ery reason to be hopeful,” 
said Dan Brass, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action 
Council. 

Members of the broad- 
based National Organizations 
Responding to AIDS (NORA) 
Coalition held their hour-long 
meeting at the Madison Hotel 
with Tim Westmoreland, the 
Clinton transition team’s 
point person on AIDS. 

After the talk, meeting par¬ 


ticipants reported that the 
staffer told them Clinton in¬ 
tends to make good on his 
manifold promises on AIDS, 
but did not pledge himself to 
any specific dollar amounts 
for most federal AIDS pro¬ 
grams. 

During the meeting, the 
advocates for AIDS causes 
enumerated a number of ac¬ 
tions Clinton could take upon 
assuming office that would 
not cost the federal govern¬ 
ment any money, and a list of 
many that would require sub¬ 
stantial expenditures. Each 
list contained a number of 
matters Clinton promised to 
back early in the presidential 
campaign. 

Among those were execu¬ 
tive orders lifting the federal 
immigration ban' on people 
infected with HIV; lifting the 
ban on government-funded 
medical research using tissue 
from aborted fetuses; full 
funding for the Ryan White 
AIDS CARE Act; the ap¬ 


pointment of a Cabinet-level 
“AIDS czar”; and stronger 
leadership on the AIDS epi¬ 
demic in general. 

The advocates also called 
for a laundry list of other 
matters, some of which were 
given only general support 
during the campaign. 

Of the matters not related 
directly to spending, the advo¬ 
cates called for an end to the 
content restrictions on AIDS 
prevention materials at the 
Centers for Disease Control; 
better planning at the Nation¬ 
al Institutes of Health; and an 
end to the ban on HIV infect¬ 
ed individuals in the Peace 
Corps, Foreign Service, mili¬ 
tary and federal Job Corps. 

They also issued a list of 
demands on the federal ap¬ 
propriations process, all of 
which could add up to an ad¬ 
ditional $1 billion in increased 
spending on AIDS in the 
coming fiscal year. 

On the research front, they

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U.S. Mayors to Colorado: 
Thanks but No Thanks

The U.S. Conference of 
Mayors Executive Committee 
voted unanimously December 
17 to move the group’s June 
1993 meeting out of Colorado 
because of the state’s new ban 
on civil rights for gays and 
lesbians. 

The decision came one day 
after Chicago Mayor Richard 
M. Daley threatened to boy¬ 
cott the meeting if it were not 
relocated from Colorado 
Springs. 

“If it remains in Colorado, 
neither I.nor any representa¬ 
tive from the city of Chicago 
will attend the annual meet¬ 
ing,” Daley wrote to confer¬ 
ence President William Al- 
thaus, mayor of York, Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

The mayors said their or¬ 
ganization “recognizes the 
right of all citizens, regardless 
of sexual orientation, to full 
participation in American so¬ 
ciety, and recommends that 
all levels of government 
adopt legal protections for the 
rights of gay and lesbian 
Americans.” 

In issuing his boycott 
threat, Daley said, “It’s entire¬ 
ly unacceptable for mayors to 
convene in a location where 
lesbians and gay men do not 
enjoy the basic protections 
against discrimination that 
most other cities and states 
offer. 

“The Colorado amendment 
is a step backwards in our 
continuing effort to create a 
more bias-free society, and I 
condemn it in the strongest

terms.” 

Colorado voters amended 
their constitution in Novem¬ 
ber to repeal laws in Aspen, 
Boulder and Denver that pro¬ 
tected gays from discrimina¬ 
tion in housing, jobs, public 
accommodations and other ar¬ 
eas. The amendment also for¬ 
bids passage of new so-called 
gay-rights laws. A similar 
amendment was defeated by 
Oregon voters. The Christian 
groups that worked to put the 
referenda on the two states’ 
ballots are organizing identi¬ 
cal efforts in other states. 

Chicago gay activists con¬ 


sider Daley a friend, saying 
he is as non-homophobic as 
straight people come in the 
1990s, but they say it is rare 
for Daley to take such a pro¬ 
active stance on a gay issue. 

Historically, Daley has 
been slow to grasp the politi¬ 
cal ramifications of develop¬ 
ments in the gay movement 
and, as a result, he often has 
found himself in hot water 
with gay leaders and, espe¬ 
cially, direct-action groups. 
He frequently has been on the 
defensive on gay issues, 
rather than in a position to 
seize the offense, as he has on * 
Colorado. 

The executive committee 
that unanimously endorsed 
the move away from the Col¬ 
orado Springs meeting loca¬ 
tion is comprised of Mayor 
William Althaus of York, 
Pennsylvania; Joan Barr of 
Evanston, Illinois; Sharpe 
James of Newark, New Jer¬ 
sey; Greg Sparrow of Dekalb, 
Illinois; James Perron of 
Elkhart, Indiana; Victor Ashe 
of Knoxville, Tennessee; 
Theodore Mann of Newton, 
Massachusetts; Elizabeth 
Rhea of Rock Hill South Car¬ 
olina; and one Coloradan: 
Robert Isaac of Colorado 
Springs, the very town that 
has lost the conference. 

Many other organizations, 
association, governmental 
bodies, politicians, and public 
figures are boycotting Col¬ 
orado until the anti-gay 
amendment is repealed or de¬ 
clared unconstitutional. The 
snowballing boycott has hor¬ 
rified the state’s ski 
industry. ▼

SF Supervisors Vote 
To Boycott Colorado

San Francisco Supervisors 
voted unanimously 10-0, on 
December 21 to prohibit the 
use of city funds for travel to 
the state of Colorado. 

Supervisor Willie Kennedy 
was absent for the vote. 

The measure by Supervi¬ 
sor Harry Britt also prohibits 
the city from using funds to 
purchase goods made in Col¬ 
orado. 

Britt introduced the legisla¬ 
tion following the passage last 
month of Amendment 2, 
which prohibits state laws 
protecting the rights of les¬ 
bians and gays from discrim¬ 
ination, includinghousingand 


employment. 

The Colorado measure 
also repealed gay rights pro¬ 
tections in Aspen, Denver and 
Boulder. 

Mayor Frank Jordan is ex¬ 
pected to sign the resolution . 

San Francisco joins New 
York City, Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles, Seattle and Austin, 
Texas, as cities that have 
passed resolutions forbidding 
city employee travel to the 
Colorado. 

The Austin resolution also 
forbids city employees from 
traveling to Springfield, Ore¬ 
gon, or Concord, California, 
which passed anti-gay laws. 

Concord’s anti-gay mea¬ 
sure was later overturned. ▼

Supervisors Divest from BofA

The San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors voted on De¬ 
cember 21 to divest an esti¬ 
mated $6 million in city funds 
from from the Bank of Amer¬ 
ica. 

By a 7-3 vote, the supervi¬ 
sors passed a resolution by 
Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg calling for the action in 
response to the bank’s corpo¬ 
rate support of the anti-gay 
Boy Scouts of America. 

“This is not an anti-busi¬ 
ness measure or an effort to 
punish one entity. It’s an ef¬ 
fort to send the right message 
to the youth of this city that 
this Board will stand up for 
what is right,” Achtenberg 
said. 

In her remarks to the 
Board, Achtenberg acknowl¬ 
edged that the multi-national 
financial institution “had done 
a great number of things to 
enhance the quality of life in 
San Francisco and has been 
in many respects an ad¬ 
mirable corporate citizen.” 

But, she said, the bank’s 
turn-around on its original de¬ 
cision not to fund the Boy 
Scouts of America, which ex¬ 
cludes gay youth from mem¬ 
bership, left her no choice ex¬ 
cept to introduce the resolu¬ 
tion. 


Achtenberg called the res¬ 
olution “a modest proposal” 
and said that it “did not repre¬ 
sent a significant assault” on 
the city’s business with the 
bank. 

San Francisco has more 
than $40 million in a variety 
of funds at the institution. 
The funds would be pulled 
from lock-box and revolving 
accounts used by city depart¬ 
ments to deposit cash collect¬ 
ed from parking and traffic 
fines, court fees, San Francis¬ 


co General Hospital and Pu¬ 
bic Utilities Commission 
revenues. 

Supervisor Willie 

Kennedy, who had promised 
in her recent re-election cam¬ 
paign to support the divesti¬ 
ture move and who had been 
endorsed by Achtenberg and 
Carole Migden, ducked the 
vote by leaving the room. Su¬ 
pervisors Annemarie Conroy, 
Tom Hsieh and Bill Maher 
voted against the measure. ▼ 


Tenants Chosen for BofA Bldg.

The Life Center and Gold¬ 
en Gate Performing Arts As¬ 
sociation have been selected 
as prospective tenants of the 
now-empty former Bank of 
America building on the cor¬ 
ner of Castro and Market 
streets. 

The Bank closed the 
branch earlier this fall after it 
acquired Security Pacific 
Bank and moved its opera¬ 
tions to the former Security 
Pacific branch office on 18th 
and Castro. 

The two nonprofit groups 
were chosen by committee 
appointed by the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors. 

Negotiations between the 
Life Center and the bank 
over the 3,900-square 
foot property, which in¬ 
cludes a basement and upper 


floor, began last week. 

“It’s now up to the negotia¬ 
tors,” said Life Center 
spokesman Paul Dirdak. 

According to Dirdak, Life 
Center has agreed to be at the 
site for three years, pending 
its completion of a $3.5 mil¬ 
lion building at the corner of 
Market and Noe, which will 
house AIDS service groups. 

The lease at the former 
Bank of America site will be 
for eight or nine years, ac¬ 
cording to Dirdak. 

Golden - Gate Performing 
Arts, the nonprofit entity for 
the San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus, will have a ticket 
booth at the site. 

“I’m excited by the oppor¬ 
tunity to have a place on Cas¬ 
tro Street for lesbian and gay 
arts. It’s a little scary because 
it’s a lot of work,” Luke 
Sheridan, GGPA president, 


told the Bay Area Reporter. 

At the end of three years, 
GGPA has the right of first 
refusal to occupy the entire 
space when the Life Center 
moves into its new building, 
according to Sheridan. 

Dirdak said that he “cer¬ 
tainly understands” the anger 
and and outrage over the re¬ 
cent controversy regarding 
the bank’s position about 
funding the Boy Scouts, but 
says that the site is “the gate¬ 
way” into the Castro and that 
the bank will rent the space, 
regardless. 

Jean Paul Samada, an aide 
to Supervisor Terence Halli- 
nan who was a key player in 
the proposed tenant selection 
process, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that it was impor¬ 
tant to keep the site from be¬ 
coming a fast food or other 
franchise. ▼

The Christmas packages 
include gifts, such as books 
from Chronicle Books and 
other publishers, bath soaps 
from the Body Shop, socks 
from Joe Boxer, movie tick¬ 
ets, See’s candies, and other 
individually gift-wrapped 
items, said Art Silverman, an 
Open Hand spokesman. 

Girl Scouts volunteers 
spent several recent week¬ 
ends individually wrapping 
the presents. 

Silverman told thfe Bay 


Area Reporter that the gifts 
and dinners will be made pos¬ 
sible due to the special help 
of 100 volunteers from San 
Francisco’s Jewish Communi¬ 
ty who will staff the kitchen 
and assist with deliveries on 
Christmas Eve and Christmas 
Day. That way, other volun¬ 
teers can celebrate the Chris¬ 
tian holiday with their loved 
ones. 

“It’s turned into a tradition 
for people from the Jewish 
community to lend a hand to 
the agency on Christmas Day 
so that other vounteers can 
have the day off,” Silverman 
said. 

The tradition was begun 
four years ago by a member 
of Congregation Sh’har Zahav 
— and has since expanded to 
other congregations and 
groups, such as Jewish Chil¬ 
dren’s and Family Services.

SF Man 
Busted in 
Berkeley 
Restroom

A San Francisco man was 
sentenced last week to three 
years of court probation after 
he pleaded guilty to lewd and 
lascivious conduct charges in 
a University of California 
public restroom. 

John Dawkins, 42, pleaded 
guilty to the disorderly con¬ 
duct charges stemming from 
an October incident at the 
Bancroft Library on the 
Berkeley campus. 

Dawkins was arrested on 
October 22, following a com¬ 
plaint from a student that he 
had been filmed while using 
the restroom facility on the 
second floor of the library. 

“This is the first incident 
that the UC police can recall 
of this type,” Jesus Mena, pub¬ 
lic information officer for the 
UC Berkeley campus, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Dawkins, who had more 
than 100 pages of pornogra¬ 
phy in his backpack when ar¬ 
rested, spread the material on 
the floor of a toilet and placed 
a tilted video camera on the 
floor of the neighboring stall, 
according news reports. 

A review of the video tape 
by UC police also showed 
eight other men using the toi¬ 
let, according to the Daily 
Californian. 

According to the newspa¬ 
per, Dawkins told UC Berke¬ 
ley police authorities that he 
“had heard this was a great 
place to pick up guys.”T

Proposed AIDS Mural Rejected 
By City Health Clinic Neighbors

No one seems to want a 
mural designed by a group of 
local artists to increase aware¬ 
ness about AIDS. 

Artists Arch Williams, Vic¬ 
tor Fan, Antony de Senna, 
and Susan Greene formed the 
AIDS Mural Project in 1989 
as a personal way to address 
the ever-increasing problems 
of the AIDS.pandemic. 

“We had lost friends and 
neighbors to the epidemic 
and we wanted to make a 
statement,” Williams told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We 
wanted to paint something 
that would really show our 
care and concern.” 

The artists were able to se¬ 
cure a $10,000 grant from the 
Mayor’s Office of Housing 
and Community Develop¬ 
ment to finance their work, 
on the condition that the mu¬ 
ral would be painted on a 
public or nonprofit building, 
and the artists got approval 
from neighbors. Ideally, the 
mural would fill a space of 80 
feet by 27 feet, Williams said, 
but it can be adjusted to dif¬ 
ferent dimensions. 

The artists first sought per¬ 
mission to paint the mural at 
District Health Center No. 1 
on 17th Street. But opposition 
from neighborhood residents 
squelched that plan. 

Next, they tried the city’s 
Sexually Transmitted Disease 
Clinic on 7th Street, but the 
owner of an electronic supply 
company next door refused to 
OK the project. 

San Francisco General 
Hospital agreed to let the 
artists paint the mural in the 
waiting room of Ward 86 — 
but not on the outside wall 
the artists had requested. 
Williams said that because 
the indoor spot was inappro¬ 
priate for the proposed art¬ 
work, the artists created an¬ 


other piece for the waiting 
room. That mural, entitled 
Ocean Front, was dedicated 
this month. 

“It appears to me that 
there’s a lot of homophobia, 
AIDSphobia arid sexism and 
racism within these various 
people,” Williams said of the 
roadblocks he has met in try¬ 
ing to complete the mural. 
“That, and a very broad-based 
denial: still, even in San Fran¬ 
cisco, denial of AIDS and the 
seriousness of AIDS.” 

The AIDS mural includes 
a multicultural mix of people 
with a central figure the 
artists call an African grand¬ 
mother. While Williams said 
he believed people balked at 
the mural’s content, at 
least one of the project’s de¬ 
tractors said people opposed a 
mural in general. 

Jimmy Buckley, president 
of District Health Center No. 
l’s Citizen Advisory Board, 
called the mural “inappropri¬ 
ate” for the health center’s 
wall. 

Buckley cited maintenance 
cost and neighbor’s disap¬ 
proval as reasons for denying 
permission to paint the mu¬ 
ral. He said neighbors did not 
know the content of the mu¬ 
ral when 100 of them signed a 
petition against it. 

“The nature of the mural 
was an afterthought,” Buckley 
said. “We also felt that while 
AIDS services was a major 
use of the premises, it Was 
not the sole use of premises. 
A lot of people use it for 
AIDS services because it’s an 
anonymous building. 

“The testing that’s done — 
there’s a large number of peo¬ 
ple who do not reside in the 
county who get tested there 
and a lot of people feel com¬ 
fortable because its an anony¬ 
mous place and no one knows 


who they are or what it’s 
about,” Buckley said. 

At the STD clinic on 7th 
Street, the artists ran into 
opposition from Robert West¬ 
erberg, president of Maltby 
Electrical Supply Company. 

Williams said Westerberg 
complained that painters 
working on the mural would 
interrupt loading at his com¬ 
pany. When the artists pro¬ 
posed using scaffolding that 
hung from the clinic’s roof 
and wouldn’t impede traffic, 
according to Williams, West¬ 
erberg said people stopping 
to watch the painters would 
cause too much congestion. 

Westerberg did not return 
phone calls from the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Williams said that the 
artists’ offer to use special 
scaffolding “was a big conces¬ 
sion on our part because that 
scaffolding is difficult and 
dangerous. But we were real¬ 
ly dedicated to doing the pro¬ 
ject.” 

When the indoor location 
was offered at SF General, 
Williams and the other artists 
decided to create a mural bet¬ 
ter suited for the spot. 

“Our [original] design had 
too many figures in it for that 
closed-in space,” Williams 
said. “The message wasn’t ap¬ 
propriate for people who are 
already ill.” 

With the alternative art¬ 
work completed at SF Gener¬ 
al, the artists-continue to seek 
a site for the original mural. 
By now the city grant has 
been augmented by $3,000 in 
additional funding from the 
Zellerbach Family Founda¬ 
tion and other donors. 

“We feel like the mural is 
about people caring for each 
other,” Williams said. “It’s in¬ 
tended to foster support and 
make people really ponder 
about what they’re doing with 
their lives.” ▼ 


Murder Victim Identified

An elderly gay man found 
strangled in his Eddy Street 
apartment in the Tenderloin 
district on December 10 has 
been identified as Joseph 
Calcagno, an 81-year-old for¬ 
mer merchant seaman. 

Calcagno was known as 
“Bicycle Joe” to street hustlers 
and others who frequent the 
Civic Center and Polk Street 
districts because of his trade¬ 
mark bicycle. 

A longtime friend of 
Calcagno’s told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the murder vic¬ 
tim was a “kind and very gen¬ 
erous person” who used to 
“pick up street people.” 

The friend has asked that 
his identity not be disclosed. 


“He wasn’t some dirty old 
man preying on some inno¬ 
cent youth or something like 
that. I was amazed to hear he 
was murdered because he 
had a very good sense of peo¬ 
ple. He would pick up street 
people and give them shelter 
for months at a time,” the 
friend said. 

“Joe was a typical Italian, 
very happy-go-lucky and in 
love with life. He was in good 
health and proud of it. To 
him, life was simple and to be 
enjoyed. We are all just 
stunned,” he said. 

According to the source, 
Calcagno was a merchant sea¬ 
man who worked almost ex¬ 
clusively as a yeoman for the 
old American President 
Lines, a luxury passenger lin¬ 


er that went out of business 
in the late 70s. 

Calcagno’s friend, a retired 
seaman, expressed frustration 
that the murder has not been 
reported extensively in the 
mainstream press. 

“It’s like it didn’t happen. 
Joe used to live in a senior 
residence near Moscone Cen¬ 
ter but he moved a few years 
ago because he didn’t feel 
safe. I am living in a better 
neighborhood than he did and 
we all feel like trapped ani¬ 
mals. It’s like the city is out of 
control,” he said. 

The murder remains un¬ 
der active investigation by 
San Francisco Police Homi¬ 
cide inspectors. ▼

Gay SF Area Vets Urge 
Clinton To Lift Military Ban

While homophobic zealots 
urge President-elect Clinton 
to maintain the military ban 
on lesbians and gays, former 
armed forces personnel are 
calling on Clintoji to keep his 
promise to lift the ban. 

Graduates of the five U.S. 
military academies — West 
Point, Annapolis, the Air 
Force Academy, the Coast 
Guard Academy and the Mer¬ 
chant Marine Academy — last 
month formed a group to pro¬ 
mote gay rights in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Academy grads in a 
unique position 

Service Academy Gay and 
Lesbian Alumni (SAGALA) 
includes 29 members so far, 
plus a number of “shadow 
members,” active military 
personnel who cannot be 
open members. Organizers 
hope to have 50 open mem¬ 
bers by Inauguration Day. 
The group has begun a letter¬ 
writing campaign to Clinton, 
urging him to lift the ban. 

“We don’t think the exist¬ 
ing military leadership has 
the skills to lead us into the 
next millennium,” said Phil 
Adams, Annapolis graduate 
and former Marine Corps In¬ 
fantry Officer. “Bush, Quayle 
and the other bigots lacked 
this leadership and they were 
fired. Perhaps we should re¬ 
tire our ineffective service 
chiefs at two stars and dis¬ 
charge under other than hon¬ 
orable conditions those un¬ 
willing to grow up and accept 
gays and lesbians as equals.” 

The service academy alum¬ 
ni group intends to provide 
professional and social net¬ 
working for graduates and 
support service members un¬ 
der investigation or dis¬ 
charged for being gay or les¬ 
bian. 

Adams said he is skeptical 
about whether many people 
will come out of the closet if 
the ban is lifted. He pointed 
out that it will be too easy for 
leaders to discriminate 
against open gays and at¬ 
tribute it to poor perfor¬ 
mance. 

“I don’t think the average 
sailor or soldier or Marine

will have a problem dealing 
with gays,” Adams said. 
“Leaders have put into peo¬ 
ple’s mind how things are go¬ 
ing to be.” 

Adams spent five years in 
active duty and was stationed 
at Camp Pendleton. He said 
the military may be more pre¬ 
pared to accept “butch” gay 
men, but it’s important to 
make sure all gays are accept- 
ed. 

Adams said that Service 
Academy Gay and Lesbian 
Alumni members are in a 
unique position to influence 
policy. 

“We believe that our ex¬ 
tensive training as America’s 
military leaders and our ex¬ 
emplary service records will 
serve as a reminder to the 
military’s elite power struc¬ 
ture that gays and lesbians 
are indeed competent, honor¬ 
able, patriotic Americans,” 
Adams said. “Our purpose is 
to remind the powers that be 
that we are here to stay and 
that we are among their 
ranks.”

Expand Services

The Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information 
Center plans to expand ser¬ 
vices to youth under the age 
of 18 through a new after¬ 
school program and an infor¬ 
mation hotline. 

LYRIC plans to kick off 
the new projects in April 
1993, partially funded by an 
$89,000 grant from the city. 
The after-school program will 
provide educational and 
recreational activities, and the 
hotline will offer information 
about LYRIC and other youth 
services. 

“We really have wanted to 
target under-18-year-olds,” 
LYRIC Director Dan Barutta 
said. “Older young people 
have different needs than 


younger young people. We re¬ 
ally want to get these pro¬ 
grams off the ground.” 

Barutta said the hotline 
will serve youth in crisis, as 
well as parents and teachers 
who need information, and 
will be staffed by qualified 
young people. 

LYRIC also will hold a

p.m.-l a.m. Admission is on a 
sliding scale of $10-$25.

ably imagined the military 
would ever lift its ban on les¬ 
bians and gays. 

Van Egri said he couldn’t 
come out as a gay man while 
he was in the service. But 
now he has written President¬ 
elect Bill Clinton, urging him 
to follow through on his 
promise to dump the anti-gay 
ban. 

Van Egri spent two years 
in the Army as an engineer at 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds 
in Maryland. Because he 
feared discrimination in fu¬ 
ture employment, he re¬ 
mained closeted throughout 
his military stint and was 
honorably discharged in 1955. 

“The hardest part during 
those two years was the du¬ 
plicity,” Van Egri told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Being 
with my friends day in and 
day out and fabricating a sto¬ 
ry about what I did and 
where I went. 

“These guys that I liked 
and got close to, worked with 
and lived with and slept in 
the same barracks with — they 
would ask what I did last 
night and I would have to be 
able to give them a good sto¬ 
ry- 

“At that time in history 
and at that time in my life, I 
couldn’t walk out of the clos¬ 
et,” he said. “If I were 23 in 
1992, I probably would be 
mentally ready for it.” 

The only person who 
knew he was gay, said Van

Egri, was a psychiatrist he 
talked to right after basic 
training. 

“At the end of the inter¬ 
view, he asked me offhanded¬ 
ly, ‘which do you like better, 
boys or girls?’ “ Van Egri re¬ 
membered. “He caught me off 
guard and I answered, ‘boys.’ 
All he said was, ‘watch where 
you stick your prick, soldier, 
and have a good two years.’” 

After he was discharged, 
Van Egri moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco where he has lived ever 
since. He taught engineering 
at City College for 14 years 
and now works in real estate. 

In his letter to Clinton, 
Van Egri wrote, “my homo¬ 
sexuality caused no particular 
problems for me or anyone 
else in my group of Army 
buddies. ... I may admit to an 
occasional and well-guarded 
leer in the shower room, 
which caused no special anx¬ 
iety to me or anyone else, 
anymore than would a side 


glance at a female military 
person. 

“We expect to exercise 
great patience with your time 
frame for ending the wasteful 
and ridiculous ban on gays in 
the military,” he wrote, “but 
fully expect you to remain 
firm in your promise to do 
so.” 

Van Egri said he wrote 
Clinton because right-wing 
fundamentalists are bombard¬ 
ing the White House with let¬ 
ters supporting the ban. He 
urged other gays and lesbians 
to write letters as well. 

“The religious crazies have 
loose-guided morality behind 
them,” Van Egri said. “We 
have our own rights and lives 
behind us. What they call 
morality ain’t morality at all.”

Christmas Mourning 

When the holidays bear down upon San Francisco like 
a runaway train, when shop windows are laden with cotton 
and plexiglass, artfully arranged to simulate the kind of 
snowfall we never see here, when the airwaves are full of 
songs of cheer, it’s easy to be swept away in the spirit. 

It’s especially easy now that the Clintons and Gores are 
set to take the White House within a month, localities 
across America are lining up to officially shun Colorado for 
its hateful Amendment 2 — our own among them, we proud¬ 
ly note — and so many people are helping the less fortunate 
to take part in the celebrations by which this time of year 
is inevitably remembered and judged. Our heartfelt thanks 
and blessings to all of the above. 

And then, just as we start feeling a rosy glow come to 
our cheeks ^nd hearts, we hear more bad news, such as the 
story on page 18 of this issue of the Bay Area Reporter: a 
young man who joined the Navy to serve this country was 
summarily beaten to death by his shipmates for the “crime” 
of loving other men. It has taken the joy from our holidays 
to hear of something so heinous; imagine what it has done 
to his family. 

We have, ourselves, suffered through holidays in mourn¬ 
ing, and we cannot forget the pain it brought. For that rea¬ 
son we offer the advice at right, for those who have lost 
someone special recently. Recent is, of course, a relative 
term; many of us who lost a loved one several years ago 
still cannot face certain ornaments, carols, even wrapping 
paper that evokes painful memories around the holidays. 

It is a shame that so many of our sisters and brothers 
will go through this season robbed of the joy they deserve, 
all because America has not learned to value all its citizens. 
So many brilliant and funny people will not be trimming 
trees and baking cookies this year because they were lost 
to epidemics our government didn’t care to recognize and 
then didn’t care to address. AIDS is one; another is anti-gay 
violence. 

The seaman who was so savagely beaten by his ship¬ 
mates — so much so that he had no identifiable facial fea¬ 
tures when he was found — was to have been discharged in 
time for Christmas; he should be, at this moment, drinking 
egg nog in his mother’s kitchen and struggling to wrap ir¬ 
regularly sized packages. Instead he is forever beyond the 
hope of Christmases yet to come, and for those who loved 
him the holiday season is a cruel parody. 

And whose fault is all this? We believe the blame lies 
squarely on the shoulders of those who preach hate. From 
the pulpits of churches and the stages of political conven¬ 
tions, their message of bigotry, intolerance, and implicit vi¬ 
olence permeates the atmosphere like a deadly gas. The 
Randall Terrys (founder of Operation Rescqe, the anti-abor¬ 
tion group, who now has his sights set on repealing gay 
rights) and Pat Robertsons, the Jerry Falwells and Lou Shel¬ 
dons — they hide behind Bibles they don’t understand and 
preach unrelenting hatred. That’s what killed Petty Officer 
Richard Allen Schindler, and they must know it. 

Jonathan Swift, who is mostly known for having written 
Gulliver’s Travels, made the observation “We have just 
enough religion to make us hate, but not enough to make 
us love one another” in 1706. You would think in the last 
287 years we’d have learned something, but it seems we 
haven’t. 

This year, send Christmas cards to Bill Clinton at the 
White House and tell him you don’t want to spend another 
winter mourning your friends (including those you haven’t 
met.) And if you have the stomach for it, call the religious 
fundies on their toll-free numbers and tell them they killed 
Richard Allen Schindler.

Survive the Holidays

In our lives, there are many holidays or 
“special days,” such as birthdays, anniversaries, 
graduations, weddings, and Easter to name a 
few. These are all difficult days for the be¬ 
reaved but, for many, the most difficult holiday 
of the year is Christmas. This day more than 
any other means “family together.” They are 
synonymous and it is at this time we are so 
acutely aware of the voids in our lives. 

For many, the wish is to go from December 
24 to December 26. We continually hear Christ¬ 
mas carols and people wishing everyone “Mer¬ 
ry Christmas”; we may see the perfect gift for 
our dead lover, child, spouse, or relative; and 
we suddenly realize they will not be here. List¬ 
ed below are some ideas and suggestions that 
others have found helpful in coping with the 
holiday season. Choose the ones that will help 
you. 

1. There is no right or wrong way to handle 
the day. Some may wish to follow family tra¬ 
ditions, while others may choose to change. 

2 . Be careful of “shoulds” — it is better to do 
what is most helpful for you. If a situation 
looks especially difficult over the holidays, 
don’t get involved, if possible. 

3. Set limitations. Realize that it isn’t going 

to be easy. Do the things that are very special 
and/or important to you. Do the best that you 
can. * 

4. Baking and cleaning the house can get out 
of proportion. If these chores are enjoyable, go 


ahead, but not to the point that it is tiring. 

5. One possibility for the first year may be 
to visit relatives or friends, or even to go away 
on a vacation. Planning, packing, etc., keeps 
your mind somewhat off the holiday and you 
can share the time in a different and hopefully 
less painful setting. 

6. Some people fear crying in public, espe¬ 
cially at church services. It is usually better not 
to push the tears down any time. You should 
be gentle with yourself and not expect so much 
of yourself. Worrying about crying is an addi¬ 
tional burden. If you let go and cry, you prob¬ 
ably will feel better. It should not ruin the day 
for other family members, but will provide 
them with the same freedom. 

7. Do something for someone else, such as 
volunteer work or visiting the lonely and shut- 
ins. Ask someone who is alone to share the day 
with your family. Provide help for a needy 
family. 

8. Share your concerns, feelings, apprehen¬ 
sions, etc., as the holiday approaches, with a 
relative or friend. Tell them that this is a dif¬ 
ficult time for you. Accept their help. You will 
appreciate their love and support at this time. 

9. Holidays often magnify feelings of loss of 
a loved one. It is important and natural to ex¬ 
perience the sadness that comes. To block such 
feelings is unhealthy. Keep the positive mem¬ 
ory ot the loved one alive. 

10. Don’t forget: Anticipation of any holiday 
is so much worse than the actual holiday.

And then, the homophobic Catholic priest in 
Massachusetts who supported Pat Robertson’s 700 
Club campaign against Gays and Lesbians. I guess he 
won’t be attending either — now that he is charged 
with sodomizing lots of little girls and boys not yards 
from a church altar. And that was just hours after a 
group of his colleagues in the basement of the Vatican 
denounced the lifestyles of other good Americans, 
merely because they were Gay or Lesbian. 

But then, we might have someone who up from the 
OCA in Oregon, or is counterpart in Colorado. On 
second thoughts — maybe not. I seem to remember 
that one of their supporters, a “lay preacher” (the 
newspaper report’s own words, not mine) was recently 
charged with sodomizing approximately 47 little girls 
and boys and infecting them with AIDS. His wife says 
she is divorcing him, according to newspaper reports. 
And this was one of the men who talked about the 
“lack of morality ” of Gay and Lesbian Americans who 
lead law-abiding and productive and Christian lives 
in our Military. 

Frankly, I hope Dornan and the GOP go through 
with their plan. I also hope that, concurrent with 
Doman’s “hearings,” Rep. Jerry Studds will hold hear¬ 
ings into the child molestations and child abuse done 
by members of the GOP, the fundamentalist Christian 
Pretenders and Religious Right. Some good should 
come of it. Maybe the public will see that there is some 
hidden reason why these extremists are threatened 
by homosexuality. I know I would certainly keep an 
eye on any child of mine that came into contact with 
them. Anyone secure in their own sexual orientation 
doesn’t feel threatened by someone else’s. The only 
time I was ever molested in my entire life occurred 
a couple of years ago, when one of these homphobes, 
drunk as a newt, was telling me how “bad” it would 
be for me to come out of the closet. His wife was in 
the next room. I learned from that experience just 
what the Fundamentalists were all about, and why 
they felt compelled to attack other people’s lifestyles. 
They call themselves “Christians” but in reality they 
do not speak for God. They speak for Avarice and they 
speak only for themselves and out of self-interest and 
selfishness. True Christians avoid them like the 
plague, knowing that Jesus never in his life uttered one 
word of hate. The Fundamentalist fanatics are fond 
of thumping their versions of the Bible — deriding 
other diverse religions — and they are quick to twist 
the so-called words of God to their own ends. They 
are quick to lie and distort facts. As, for instance, the 
FBI’s own statistics, that more than 90% of child 
molestations are done by heterosexuals. The same for 
child abuse. And these Fundamentalists get pious 
about homosexual sodomy, but look the other way 
when heterosexuals do it, or commit crimes as per the 
Tailhook Scandal. I point out to these preachers who 
walk on water, that they overlook one of the cardinal 
commands of their own Bible: “Thou shalt not bear 
false witness (lie) against thy neighbor!” 

The good thing about the Dornan hearings, if held, 
is that they will expose the hypocrisy of the GOP ex¬ 
tremists. The bad thing is that, like the Rodney King 
beating, the enemies of America will point to them 
as an example of Americans’ sexual immaturity, in¬ 
tolerance, bigotry, and the way the GOP has become 
the merchant of hate and social injustice at a time 
when other civilized nations treat their citizens with 
equality, even Gay and Lesbian ones.

Divestment and Colorado Resolutions

Two very important resolutions regarding the 
welfare of the lesbian and gay communities will soon 
be placed before you for consideration. We in the 
Harvey Milk Progressive Democratic Club (ad¬ 
vocating lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender civil 
rights) urge you to support a partial divestment from 
Bank of America and a city-imposed boycott of 
Colorado. 

A veto of either of these two resolutions will, quite 
frankly, create an irreparable rift between the lesbian 
and gay community and yourself. We realize you have 
worked hard to mend fences with us since the Oct. 6, 
1989 sweep of the Castro. 

However, a veto of the Boy Scouts/Bank of America 
resolutions will be interpreted as a blatant endorse¬ 
ment of bigotry by your administration. Perhaps even 
worse, your failure to support a boycott against Col¬ 
orado would mean that San Francisco is not even as 
supportive of lesbian and gay rights as Atlanta or 
Philadelphia. That would be contrary to the spirit of 
this wonderful city and a betrayal of its legacy. 

It is of considerable concern to the executive board 
that you may initially view these resolutions as sym¬ 
bolic or otherwise not connected to life in San Fran¬ 
cisco. We cannot stress enough our disagreement with 
such a position. The passage of Amendment 2 in Col¬ 
orado has emboldened the fundamentalist right. Its 
leaders have announced plans to carry out similar 
assaults on lesbian and gay rights in a number of 
states, California among them. If we do not stop them 
now with a clear message via Colorado, we will have 
to stop them later at a much greater cost. Victories 
such as the one they enjoyed over the Bank of America 
flip flop also give them encouragement. 

We in the Harvey Milk Club implore you not to veto 
these two pieces of legislation. Do not let a few of the 
most conservative members of our community 
mislead you. We have nearly universal support for 
these measures, the logical result of a community¬ 
wide sense of fairness.

Investigate Murder 

The following letter was sent to the U.S. 
Department of Justice. 

As Executive Director of the nation’s largest gay 
and lesbian political organization, I am writing on 
behalf of the gay and lesbian community to demand 
a full Justice Department investigation into the 
murder of Petty Officer Allen Schindler. According 
to press reports, Petty Officer Schindler was beaten 
to death outside Sasebo Naval Station on the 27th of 
October because he was gay. The two alleged 
assailants were shipmates of Petty Officer Schindler. 
One has been convicted only of failure to report a seri¬ 
ous crime and the other has not gone to trial. 

I am calling for a DOJ investigaton because I do not 
believe that the Naval Investigative Service will be 
able to adequately and impartially investigate this 
heinous crime. It has been the practice of the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense, the United States Navy and the 
Naval Investigative Service to deny equal rights to 
gays and lesbians. It is possible the Navy’s “outing” 
of Petty Officer Schindler contributed to his death and 
as long as that kind of homophobia is policy, I have 
doubts about the Naval Investigative Service’s abili¬ 
ty to conduct an impartial investigation. 

It is evident, by the Navy’s performance in in¬ 
vestigating both the USS IOWA and Tail Hook in¬ 
cidents, that they are more interested in avoiding 
embarrassment and assigning blame than they are in 
finding out the truth. Therefore, I strongly urge the 
Justice Department to look closely into the murder of 
Petty Officer Schindler so that justice can be truly 
served.

Last Drag Dissed In the Haight 


Nicotine is very addictive, as indicated in a letter 
from Edisol W. Dotson. In fact, it is the most addic¬ 
tive substance, more so than either cocaine, heroin or 
alcohol. The relapse rate for nicotine is the same as 
that of cocaine and heroin. And as Dotson suggests, 
this is one of the reasons why it is so difficult for a 
smoker to stop smoking and remain a non-smoker. 

Smoking has a devastating impact on the les- 
bian/gay population. While HIV prematurely and 
disproportionately takes the lives of many gay men, 
according to a recent bay area survey, our smoking rate 
is 61 percent higher than the general population. We 
also abuse other drugs and alcohol at a significantly 
higher rate than the general population. And like 
alcohol, smoking instigates and exacerbates medical 
conditions. In fact, the use of both tobacco and alcohol 
creates a synergistic effect in which the chances of 
developing cancer is exponentially increased. 

In the general population, 90 percent of those who 
smoke begin before the age of 19. Tobacco has been 
called a gateway drug; people who smoke are more 
likely to use other drugs and alcohol. One may ex¬ 
trapolate and postulate that lesbian and gay youth who 
smoke may be at high risk for alcoholism and drugs. 
Smoking, drug and alcohol abuse lead to behavior 
which exposes them to HIV. Furthermore, smoking 
compromises the immune system. Smoking by peo¬ 
ple who are HIV-positive may trigger the onset of 
AIDS. Smoking may may also put PWAs at higher 
risk for tuberculosis, pneumocystis and oral lesions. 

Fortunately, Lyon-Martin Women’s Health Services 
offers The Last Drag, a free award-winning smoking 
cessation program for lesbians, gay men, bisexuals 
and people who are HIV-positive. Stop smoking pro¬ 
cess is a process that takes practice. I have assisted over 
500 smokers in our communities since May of 1991. 
For a schedule of Last Drag classes and stop smok¬ 
ing information, please call me at 565-7676.

Marijuana Laws Absurd 

Like many other areas in California, Sonoma Coun¬ 
ty is experiencing economic shortfall. Even so, the 
county recently spent $180,000 on the arrest and pro¬ 
secution of Brownie Mary. On Dec. 15, the District At¬ 
torney’s office announced that all charges against 
Brownie Mary had been dropped, even though she 
had over two pounds in her possession. This develop¬ 
ment represents a victory of justice over ignorance, 
but it is also a striking example of the absurdity of our 
current marijuana laws. 

Initially, Brownie Mary was charged with posses¬ 
sion with intent for sale of two pounds of marijuana. 
Later, the charges were changed to simple possession. 
Now the charges have been dropped altogether. Does 
this mean that possession of two pounds is now legal 
in Somona County? Or does this ruling apply only to 
Brownie Mary? Current state law dictates that 
Brownie Mary had to be arrested. That’s $180,000 
spent on absolutely nothing! If the case had gone to 
trial, the costs would have totaled over $1 million, but 
to what end? To put a woman in jail for baking mari¬ 
juana brownies for dying people? 

By dropping the charges against Mary, the D. A. has, 
in effect, admitted to the unjust nature of our mari¬ 
juana laws. During the Reagan/Bush years, drug war 
propaganda has been pushed upon our society in total 
disregard for scientific fact and basic human decen¬ 
cy. Medical marijuana is only the most glaring exam¬ 
ple of the hypocrisy of drug laws; so obviouss that even 
law enforcement officials are beginning to admit the 
truth. After 12 years of the drug war, it is now easier 
and cheaper to buy heroin or cocaine than it is to buy 
marijuana. 

Times are changing. Bill Clinton’s election victory 
represents a rejection of failed and hypocritical 
Republican policies. We can no longer tolerate one 
half-million of our children in prison for marijuana 
offenses. Think of the incredible costs, both economic 
and moral, of these laws which are based on lies to 
begin with. We must insist that sick people have ac¬ 
cess to marijuana as medicine. We must refuse to allow 
our children to become political prisoners.

Another Religious Fundamentalist 
'Invites Women to Chastity'

ATHENS (UPI) - Iranian 
religious leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei said December 16 
that women in the West were 
being exploited economically 
and sexually, and invited 
them “to chastity, to Hejab,” 
or the Islamic veil, Tehran ra¬ 
dio said. 

Khamenei was speaking to 
a hall full of Iranian women 
wearing the chador — a head- 
to-toe covering — assembled 
on the occasion of the birth 
anniversary of Fatima Zahra, 
a Muslim woman saint. 

A Tehran radio broadcast 
monitored in Athens said the 
Iranian cleric lashed out at 
what he described as the ex¬ 
ploitation of women in the 
West. 

“Not only in the workplace 
and factories, but also in art 
and literature, women have 
been wronged,” he said. This 
was “reflected in art works, 


novels, films and paintings,” 
the Iranian leader said. 

He blasted Western soci¬ 
eties for “treating women as 
consumers, playthings for 
men and cheap labor.” In 
Western societies, “women 
are considered objects of plea¬ 
sure for men ... [and] they call 
this women’s freedom,” he 
said. 

“I invite women to mod¬ 
esty, to chastity, to Hejab,” 
Khamenei said. Iranian wom¬ 
en who strictly followed the 
rules of Hajab were a model 
for others, he said. 

Islam agreed with the con¬ 
cept of working women, pro¬ 
vided their work “does not 
clash with their basic and 
most important profession, 
which is bringing up chil¬ 
dren” and keeping the family 
together, the ayatollah said. 

Women should not fall 
prey to those who enticed 
them into wearing make-up 
and making themselves look 


attractive. He invited women 
to “keep their dignity” by “not 
making themselves attractive 
to strange men, so that their 
eyes can take pleasure.” 

Iran has forced women to 
wear the veil since the 1979 
revolution that brought the 
late Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini to power. Islamic 
revolutionary guards have 
since beaten women for 
breaking the rules regarding 
veiling, and have carted hun¬ 
dreds to prison. 

Tuesday, Khamenei or¬ 
dered that 76 women held in 
Iranian prisons should be par¬ 
doned or have their prison 
terms reduced, the official Is¬ 
lamic Republic News Agency 
said. 

The women were earlier 
convicted by Islamic revolu¬ 
tionary courts, the agency 
said. It did not specify the 
types of offenses for which 
they were jailed. ▼

I used to be generally ei¬ 
ther naughty or nice in 
spades, but I guess I’m mel¬ 
lowing in my dotage and I’m 
a curious combination of both 
moods, sort of betwixt and 
between, these recent days. 

I especially noticed this 
last week at the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter Christmas party, 
where the staff and writers of 
the paper were feted by our 
publisher to a wonderful 
evening at Ivy’s on Hayes 
Street. 

I’d just come off deadline 
earlier in the morning and 
had written a breaking story 
about the controversial theme 
of next year’s Lesbian and 
Gay Freedom Day Parade. 

You know, “Year of The 
Queer.” 

As I thought about the 
theme, noticing all the diverse 


tribes of our community rep¬ 
resented at the party — from 
leather dykes to sweater 
queens — it slowly dawned on 
me how uncomfortable I felt 
with “Year of the Queer.” 

Sure it’s trendy — but so 
are Freedom Rings. 

And, I feel exploited. 

I really don’t think it’s a 
generational thing, either; an 
old Stonewall generation fud- 
dy-dud blathering on about 
the younger generation, etc. 
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Time will tell, but I just 
don’t trust the motives — and 
that makes me neither an as- 
similationist or a reactionary. 

I’ve just always been suspi¬ 
cious of privileged day-trip¬ 
pers and in-crowd weekend 
hippies (fashion queers, if you 
will) and media stars who stir 
the flash-in-the-pan shit, the 
women and men good for a 
catchy 20-second sound bite 
who couldn’t organize them¬ 
selves out of a paper bag, and 
whose rhetoric is empty and 
trite and fey and insincere slo¬ 
ganeering. 

I’ve paid a lot of serious 
dues since I came out at 15, 
way back there in the di¬ 
nosaur sludge pool from 
which I emerged, and I resent 
that my struggle and the 
struggle of my peers is being 
trivialized into a quintessen- 
tially pretentious, elitist and 
consumerist, middle class 
wanna-be activist fantasy. 

It’s no secret that I come 
from the street — and I don’t 
mean that I hang out at Cafe 
Mocando or Haircut over dou¬ 


ble lattes, either. 

Over the years in my (in¬ 
frequent) commentaries in the 
Bay Area Reporter, I’ve writ¬ 
ten openly and honestly about 
my wounded life and my 
struggles with homelessness 
and addiction and poverty, 
the homophobic legacy of life 
in a culture that is not love- 
friendly, if you will. 

I’m hardly a special case. 
Talk to Matthew David or 
anyone at 18th Street Ser¬ 
vices or Operation Concern or 
any other gay mental health 
or social service agency, in¬ 
cluding Shanti or Black Coali¬ 
tion on AIDS or Prevention 
Point or the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation about that 
legacy. 

I feel set up. 

I am a human being trying 
to make my way in the 
world, trying to heal myself, 
trying to live and love as 
openly and as genuinely and 
freely as I can. 

Some days that’s easier 
than others. 

I don’t like it that a group 
of 50 people want to party on 
my pain or sensationalize my 
community’s struggle for jus¬ 
tice and liberation. 

Year Of The Queer feels 
less like cutting edge than 
cheap shot. 

It’ll sell, but that’s entirely 
my point. 

Like I said, I’m naughty 
and nice. 

More about that later; I’ve 
got presents to wrap and 
cards to send.

Major Victory 
For Major Pruitt

On December 7, Long 
Beach MCC pastor Dusty 
Pruitt won a major victory in 
her ten-year-old case against 
the military, when the U.S. 
Supreme Court refused to 
hear an appeal from the U.S. 
Army in the case of Pruitt vs. 
Cheney. The decision clears 
the way for Pruitt to force the 
military to factually justify its 
policy banning homosexuals 
from service. 

In 1983, after ten years of 
service in the Army Reserves, 
Pruitt admitted that she is a 
lesbian. She was stripped of 
her promotion to major and 
initiated the lawsuit. It took 
three more years before she 
was actually dismissed. 

Pruitt’s case — now con¬ 
ducted by Mary Newcombe 
of Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund - chal¬ 
lenges the constitutionality of 
the military’s right to dismiss 
lesbians and gays based on 
status (versus conduct) alone. 

“If I say I’m gay — never 
mind that I’ve never done 
anything lesbian at all — their 
policy is that they have no re¬ 
course” but dismissal, says 
Pruitt, 46. “That’s discrimina¬ 
tion on the face of it.” 


The Supreme Court’s deci¬ 
sion forces the Army to ex¬ 
plain how their “rational ba¬ 
sis” for kicking homosexuals 
out of the service is not arbi¬ 
trary discrimination. Hereto¬ 
fore the courts have dis¬ 
missed gay civil rights cases 
against the military saying 
that “the military is different,” 
and, given its traditional sus¬ 
pension of some civil liber¬ 
ties, the courts refused to in¬ 
terfere with the military’s in¬ 
ternal judgments of morality. 

“This ends ten years of le¬ 
gal wrangling by the military 
in trying not to put on the 
case,” says Pruitt. “The mili¬ 
tary has never had to put on 
the case with facts.” The deci¬ 
sion in Pruitt’s case also 
paves the way for other les¬ 
bians and gays to pursue their 
lawsuits against the military 
more effectively. 

However, Pruitt hopes that 
her case will become moot 
when President Clinton signs 
an executive order lifting the 
ban on homosexuals in the 
military. 

“It’s our hope that Presi¬ 
dent Clinton will not wait for 
the courts to tell him this pol¬ 
icy is unconstitutional,” Pruitt 
says, “but that he, as a man of 
goodwill, will see that this is

not only just, but ethical and 
moral and he should go ahead 
and sign the executive order. 
And I hope to be there to see 
it.”V 



































Queer Watch 


A Queer Glossary

Readers of this column, 
and of queer news in general, 
have complained about some 
of the obscure words and 
terms herein employed. Lan¬ 
guage, alas, is constantly re¬ 
making itself and thus often 
stretches the boundaries of 
common usage beyond what 
the general public can under¬ 
stand. As one of the leading 
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queer lexicographers (a not- 
very-crowded field, I’ll grant 
you) I’m happy to provide a 
brief guide to some new 
words as well as to some old 
words used in new ways. 

This glossary can be con¬ 
sidered a queer update to the 
“HIVer glossary” published in 
this space about a year ago. 
The phrases covered today in¬ 
clude: “lipstick lesbian,” 
“monosexual,” “queer,” 
“sweater fag,” and “transsexu¬ 
al/transgender/transvestite.” 

Lipstick lesbian 

This term refers to a les¬ 
bian who consciously rejects 
the archaic stereotype of the 
rather butch bull-dyke, and 
even the more contemporary 
androgynous norms of Sapph¬ 
ic fashion. A “lipstick lesbian” 
— often simply abbreviated “a 
lipstick” — may also be a 
“femme,” that is a homosexu¬ 
al woman who affects a “tra¬ 
ditional feminine” style, but 
there are subtle differences. 
By the same token, the term 
has mild overtones of up¬ 
wardly mobile aspirations, 
but should not be confused 
with “dowry dykes” (ruling- 
class lesbians who inherit sub¬ 
stantial fortunes from their 
typically reactionary and ho¬ 
mophobic parents). 

“Lipsticks” can be seen as 
a backlash against the austere 
lesbian norms of the 70s, 
when Birkenstocks became 
standard footwear and self¬ 
adornment of any sort was 
stigmatized as “politically in¬ 
correct.” The ideal lesbian, in 
that period, avoided sex-spe¬ 
cific cues in her clothing at all 
costs. She also avoided men, 
meat, money, refined sugars, 
and sex (with varying degrees 
of success — one woman I 
know insists that if you dug 
deep enough in the wastebas¬ 
ket of even the most hard¬ 
core “seps” [i.e. separatists] 
you could always find some 
Twinky wrappers). 

By the end of the ’80s 
these restrictions — already 
largely symbolic and rarely 
enforced — were falling out of 
style. Some women decided 
they liked self-adornment and 
that they had no desire to be 
guilt-tripped into following 
someone else’s schema, how¬ 
ever worthy. While lipsticks 
can “pass” more easily as 
straight that “traditional” les¬ 
bians, this rarely seems to be 
one of their major motiva¬ 
tions. Overall, the term “lip¬ 
stick” is mostly a positive one 
(in contrast to “Sweater Fag,” 
below) although it is occasion¬ 
ally used perjoratively. It im¬ 
plies a lesbian who follows 
her own inclinations and de¬ 
sires regardless of what her 
“sisters” would prefer and/or 
require of her. 

Monosexual 

This term refers to a per¬ 
son who is only attracted, sex¬ 
ually, to a single gender. 


Thus, a man who is attracted 
exclusively to men and one 
who is attracted only to wom¬ 
en are both “monosexual” in 
their interests. This is in con¬ 
trast to bisexuals, who can 
function with both genders. 
Thus the word is at least 
slightly perjorative, suggest¬ 
ing as it does that “monosex- 
uals” are limited compared to 
their bisexual counterparts. 

The phrase betrays a cer¬ 
tain biased perspective, I sup¬ 
pose; but don’t all such terms 
do this? The only difference 
is in who’s perspective is fa¬ 
vored. Technically, by the 
way, according to the still un¬ 
surpassed Kinsey survey of 
sexual behavior, “monosexu- 
als” are a slight minority in 
the human population as 
“pure” heterosexuals (“Kinsey 
zeros”) and “pure” homosexu¬ 
als (“Kinsey sixes”) are out¬ 
numbered by those who, at 
least at some time in their 
lives, swing both ways. 

Queer 

The term “queer” should 
be distinguished from both 
“homosexual” and “gay.” “Ho¬ 
mosexuals” are people who 
are sexually attracted to the 
same gender. It has technical 
and clinical overtones, and 
doesn’t imply anything about 
the social identity of the indi¬ 
vidual. In fact, the vast major¬ 
ity of “homosexuals” are not 
consciously aware of their ori¬ 
entation and would vigorous¬ 
ly deny any attempt to label 
them as “gay” (let alone 
queer!). It sounds pathetic, 
and it is, but that’s how it is. 

“Gays” — the term is usual¬ 
ly meant to include lesbians, 
and can be understood to be 
an abbreviation of “gay men 
and lesbian women” — are 
openly homosexual, in that 
they at least know who and 
what they are. But they may 
conceal this from their family, 
friends, co-workers, etc. for 
moral and/or pragmatic rea¬ 
sons. Even when they are 
fairly “out” they often identify 
with the mainstream and es¬ 
chew what they call “ghet- 
toization” or being seen as too 
much a part of the gay sub¬ 
culture. “I don’t want to be pi¬ 
geon-holed as gay,” they’ll 
say, although they have no 
similar objection to being 
pegged as black, or a woman, 
or Jewish (as the case may 
be). 

“Queers” are unrepentant, 
unapologetic gays who make 
no effort to conceal their sex¬ 
ual orientation and no conces¬ 
sions to mainstream delicacy 
on the issue. 

The relationship, in 1992, 
between the words “homosex¬ 
ual,” “gay,” and “queer” 
roughly parallels that be¬ 
tween the terms “colored,” 
“negro,” and “black” in 1969. 


A “preppy” or a “guppy” 
(i.e. Gay Urban Professional) 
—- or someone who wants to 
be taken for one. A mostly 
derogatory term, it implies an 
upscale, consumerist, apoliti¬ 
cal fashion-conscious bar-fly 
who considers wearing a red 
ribbon on his cashmere cardi¬ 
gan to be almost too “activist” 
to contemplate (especially if it 
clashes with his overall color 
scheme). 

This is very much a coastal 
term, common in the Gay Ur¬ 
ban Meccas (a.k.a GUMs) of 
California and New York 


City, but rarely heard in “the 
heartland” regions (i.e. the 
Midwest and South). There 
virtually all gays present a 
“preppy” image. Last time I 
went to a gay bar in Chicago 
dressed in my standard outfit 
(blue jeans, sneakers, and an 
oxford button-down shirt 
with the sleeves rolled up — 
I’m no fashion plate, I’ll grant 
you) I was visibly snubbed as 
shabby by the rather well- 
turned out crowd. In the land 
of the sweater fags, the term 
“sweater fag” has no curren¬ 
cy. 

Transgender 

This term includes both 
the far more numerous 
“transvestites” (literally “cross¬ 
dressers”) and the much rarer 


“transsexuals” (literally 
“across sex”). 

Most transgenders — the 
transvestites — merely want to 
dress in the clothing of the 
opposite sex. The majority of 
them, by the way, are hetero¬ 
sexual and have no desire 
whatsoever to change gen¬ 
ders. In its technical applica¬ 
tions the term “transvestite” 
refers to people who are 
fetishists and get a sexual 
charge out of cross dressing. 
But the far more typical us¬ 
age includes anyone who 
likes to wear “the wrong gen¬ 
der’s” clothing. 

In contrast, a transsexual 
wants to change sexes, to con¬ 
vert from the gender of their 
birth to the opposite one. 
They can be roughly divided 


into “pre-ops” and “post-ops.” 
The former may have begun 
modifying their bodies via 
hormones, etc. but haven’t yet 
had surgery. The post-ops 
have gone the whole route 
and often can’t be distin¬ 
guished from “women born 
women” — much to the dis¬ 
tress of the lesbian separatists 
who strive to exclude trans- 
genderists from womyn’s mu¬ 
sic festivals. 

One always calculates the 
sexual orientation (i.e. gay, 
straight) of transsexuals from 
their current gender. Thus, a 
male-to-female transsexual at¬ 
tracted to women is a lesbian, 
rather than a heterosexual-in- 
drag, as many members of 
the studio audiences on “Don¬ 
ahue” seem to think. ▼

I f you thought homopho¬ 
bia was to blame for Col¬ 
orado’s passage of 
Amendment 2, you’re 
wrong, according to a weird 
editorial written by Vincent 
Carroll of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tain News, and given nation¬ 
wide distribution in the De¬ 
cember 15 Wall Street Journal. 
In a column carefully worded 
to avoid supporting or oppos¬ 
ing the amendment, Carroll 
defended Colorado voters, and 
chided those who would boy¬ 
cott the state as “the nation’s 
moral philosophers,” who, 
“now that the Reagan-Bush 
era has expired,” must “find a 
target for disdain.” 

Amendment 2 wasn’t enact¬ 
ed because of prejudice, but 
because of “the simmering re¬ 
sentment concerning preferen¬ 
tial treatment of previously 
protected groups.” If you want 
to blame someone for Amend¬ 
ment 2, said Carrol, blame 
“the nation’s civil rights estab¬ 
lishment, which for the past 
quarter century has perverted 
laws guaranteeing equal op¬ 
portunity into policies that ... 
confer benefits on the basis of 
membership in a protected 
group.” Of course he offered 
no example of these “preferen¬ 
tial treatments,” nor did he 
bother to make the fundamen¬ 
tal point that voters who be¬ 
lieved that they were denying 
“special rights” were incorrect. 

Racists, homophobes, anti- 
Semites, and other purveyors 
of bigotry have always cast 
their prejudices as defenses of 
their own interests by talking 
about “states’ rights,” “no spe¬ 
cial rights,” or “white power.” 
etc. Just because people may 
believe their rhetoric doesn’t 
mean we excuse their igno¬ 
rance when they bash us. You

In Living Color 

On December 13 FOX 
Broadcasting’s In Living Color 
took its ongoing ridicule of 
gay men a step further by 
making fun of gays in the 
armed services. The program 
regularly features mocking 
stereotypes of effeminate, sex- 
obsessed, woman-hating gay 
men on its “Men On...” series 
and in other skits. It has never 
included an openly gay (or les¬ 
bian) performer, or any gay or 
lesbian characters who were 
not the object of ridicule be¬ 
cause of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

While the military ban is¬ 
sue is certainly ripe for come¬ 
dy (how about satirizing all 
those macho generals going on 
television to express mortal 
fear of being looked at in the 
showers, for example?), In Liv¬ 
ing Color chose once again to 


ridicule gays instead of homo¬ 
phobes. Last week’s skit de¬ 
picted a group of soldiers in 
military barracks readying 
themselves for inspection. The 
soldiers were engaged in exag¬ 
geratedly effeminate behavior, 
one wearing his shirt tied in a 
knot above his waist, and an¬ 
other taking obvious pleasure 
in being verbally berated. The 
inspecting sergeant was in¬ 
formed that President Clinton 
had just lifted the ban on gays 
and lesbians in the military 
and this was the first gay mil¬ 
itary unit, the “Pink Brigade.”

Woman's Day 

The November issue ol 
Woman’s Day; a monthly 
“family” magazine and one of 
the nation’s most highly circu¬ 
lated periodicals, included an 
article by Barbara Bartocci ti¬ 
tled “Mom, I’m Gay.” The sen¬ 
sitive feature recounted the 
stories of parents of lesbian 
and gay children. 

The author pointed out that 
while some parents respond 
with fear or anger to a child’s 
coming out, “Many parents 
have also found special gifts in 
the disclosure.” 

The article included a 
boxed inset on “Accepting the 
Truth,” with suggestions for 
parents on how to “change 
themselves” rather than trying 
to change their children. One 
suggestion: “Get to know some 
gay people — your child’s 
friends — so they become hu¬ 
man beings instead of ‘those 
people out there.’” In another 
inset a young gay man told ol 
being physically assaulted by 
his own mother when he came 
out of the closet. 

The article concluded with 
the observation that those par¬ 
ents who learn to celebrate 
their gay and lesbian children 
are those “who ultimately re¬ 
ceive the gifts, who in the end, 
reap the rewards of their own 
understanding.”

CUAV, Street Patrol, Jeep 
Patrol All Cruise for Queers

Don Fass wants your mon¬ 
ey and Peg Yates wants your 
body, to help them cruise the 
Castro. It’s all part of an effort 
to help save lives and stop ho¬ 
mophobic bashings. 

Fass needs the money to 
buy a jeep, as part of a pro¬ 
gram he’d like to bring to the 
Castro by mid-March. Called 
Jeep Patrol, it’s modeled after 
a successful program he be¬ 
gan in Los Angeles called 
Street Cats Street Patrol. 

Yates, head of SF-based 
Street Patrol, needs volun¬ 
teers to continue that group’s 
foot-patrol of the Castro. 

Close to 500 homophobic 
bashings were reported in 
San Francisco last year. More 
than one of every four took 
place in the Castro. That’s 
about the same number of re¬ 
ported incidents in the Mis¬ 
sion, Tenderloin, and South 
of Market districts combined, 
according to statistics com¬ 
piled by the Community Unit¬ 
ed Against Violence (CUAV). 

CUAV tallied 473 incidents 
of reported anti-lesbian/gay vi¬ 
olence in 1991, an 11 percent 
increase from the year before. 
Those numbers came from 
bashings that range from 117 
reports of verbal harassment 
to three gay-related killings. 
The bulk of the other bash¬ 
ings were 223 physical as¬ 
saults and 76 threats, followed 


by 31 cases of vandalism, 16 
police-related incidents, four 
sexual assaults, and three 
bomb threats. 

In only a year and a half, 
Street Cats volunteers pa¬ 
trolling West Hollywood on 
foot and in a jeep have arrest¬ 
ed 19 people, given first aid to 
20, stopped about 30 from 
driving home drunk, and in¬ 
tervened in 28 fights, said 
Fass. 

Last year, Street Cats 
spent $26,000 on a 1971 
Dodge “jeep’-type vehicle 
with a CB radio, walkie 
talkies, brochures and adver¬ 
tisements. Fass said he donat¬ 
ed $16,000 from his pocket, 
businesses gave $1,300, and 
the rest came mostly from in¬ 
dividual donations of less 
than $20 each. Brochures for 
Street Cats boast endorse¬ 
ments from Elizabeth Taylor 
and Mario Cuomo. 

To find local support, Fass 
visited the Folsom Street Fair 
a few months ago, set up a 
base, and raised some money. 
Although CUAV hasn’t heard 
of him, Fass would like to co¬ 
ordinate his efforts with San 
Francisco like-minded groups. 

Street Patrol’s Yates also 
doesn’t know much about 
Fass’s group, but welcomes 
any help she can get. 

“No doubt about it, we’re 
stretched,” said Yates. “Even 
doing what they can, the po¬ 
lice will never have enough 


cops to stop hate crimes. It’s 
up to us.” 

On Friday and Saturday 
nights, a group of Street Pa¬ 
trol volunteers don bright 
pink caps to patrol the Castro 
and, less frequently, Polk 
Street or the Mission District. 
Street Patrol’s base of 30 vol¬ 
unteers, about half of whom 
are women, range in age from 
16 to 72. 

“[Volunteers] don’t have to 
be the next ninja-fighter,” said 
Yates. “Some people are very 
good talkers and can de-esca¬ 
late the situation to a point of 
safety.” 

To date, no Street Patrol 
volunteers have been injured 
on patrol. 

Street Patrol runs on a pal¬ 
try annual budget of $2,000, 
with volunteers buying their 
own caps and T-shirts. Their 
single mission is to stop vio¬ 
lence, said Yates, whose offi¬ 
cial title is Queen. 

Jeep Patrol has broader 
goals of making the Castro 
safer in general, according to 
Fass. ‘‘We do what cops 
would do if they were on the 
scene. We report accidents, 
give people directions, and 
spot drunk drivers. And while 
we’re not a vigilante group, 
we do intervene,” he said. 

Both Street Patrol and 
Street Cats share similar in¬ 
terventionist philosophies. 
Both arm volunteers with 
handcuffs, and both see visi¬ 


bility as a key weapon to dis¬ 
couraging hate crimes from 
occurring. CPR, first aid, and 
basic defense training are re¬ 
quired before volunteers can 
patrol with either group. 

While Street Patrol volun¬ 
teers don’t carry any 
weapons, Street Cat volun¬ 
teers tote mace and stun 
guns, which produce 80,000- 
volt shocks, immobilizing per¬ 
petrators for up to 15 min¬ 
utes, but causing no long-last¬ 
ing harm, said Fass. 

Jeep Patrol will have an 
800 number that victims can 
call if there’s trouble. “Of 
course,” added Fass, “they 
should call 911 first.” 

While that advice may be 
the best option available, it’s 
certainly not a guaranteed 
safety measure. Mayor Frank 
Jordan was recently quoted in 
the San Francisco Examiner 
saying, “there appears to be a 
great time lapse” in how long 


it takes 911 operators to an¬ 
swer the phones. 

Yates claims to have called 
911 within the past month, 
only to be stuck on hold for 
20 minutes. “If I were bleed¬ 
ing, I could be dead by that 
time.” 

And while Yates com¬ 
plains about the slow 911 re¬ 
sponse, she doesn’t blame the 
city, the mayor, or any other 
group for the hate crimes. 

As a bashing victim her¬ 
self, Yates feels it vital for 
people and communities to 
take responsibility for them¬ 
selves. 

“I know it can be scary to 
be an interventionist,” said 
Yates, “but it’s also scary to 
be a victim. We need volun¬ 
teers.”

SF Top Cops Lobby To 
Overturn Military Ban

San Francisco Police Chief 
Tony Ribera has written a let¬ 
ter to General Colin Powell, 
advising him to go along with 
President-elect Bill Clinton’s 
plan to lift the military ban 
on lesbians and gays. 

“I felt that I had unique ex¬ 
pertise in that I had probably 
directly managed more open¬ 
ly gay officers than anybody 
in law enforcement,” Ribera 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“I thought it would have real¬ 
ly been cowardly of me not to 
take a stand for these officers 
who have performed so well 
for me over the years.” 

Ribera said he did not in¬ 
tend for his letter to be made 
public but he hopes it will 
help to get the ban lifted. 

In his letter to Powell, Rib¬ 
era wrote, “In 1979, before the 
first openly gay officer en¬ 
tered our department I had 


doubts about the propriety of 
hiring gays as police officers. 
However the events of the 
past 14 years have changed 
my thinking on the issue.” 

Ribera went on to say that 
while he was platoon com¬ 
mander in the Mission Dis¬ 
trict, 20 of the 65 officers in 
his platoon were lesbian or 
gay. 

“Our platoon was far and 
above the most productive in 
all measurable categories of 
performance among the city’s 
27 platoons,” he wrote. “I 
would also note that during 
that five-year period there 
was not a single incident of 
unprofessional conduct by the 
gay and lesbian officers work¬ 
ing for me. 

“General Powell, I am not 
a flaming liberal advocating a 
cause,” Ribera wrote. “I am in 
fact relatively conservative 
and a practicing Roman 
Catholic. However, I feel 


morally compelled to ac¬ 
knowledge police officers 
who have given me and our 
department quality perfor¬ 
mance and loyalty.” 

Ribera told the B.A.R. he 
wanted lesbian and gay offi¬ 
cers to know how much he 
has appreciated their work 
over the years. 

San Francisco Police Lieu¬ 
tenant Alan Benner also has 
written about the impact of 
open gays and lesbians in the 
police force. 

Benner’s report, The Pro¬ 
cess of Inclusion, concluded 
that “issues surrounding inclu¬ 
sion of homosexuals is more 
hype than substance.” 

In discussing the effect of 
officers who have died of 
AIDS, Benner wrote, “the 
magnitude of our loss and the 
magnitude of our shared hu¬ 
manity made sexual orienta¬ 
tion a miniscule, irrelevant, 
and petty factor.” ▼

Campaign’s use of gay-baiting and appeals to so-called “family 
values" hurt them with the American people. 

• Campaign fund volunteers worked with the Democratic National 
Committee to distribute 100,000 ballot cards supporting Clinton/Gore. 
We also sent out 3,000 Gay and Lesbian Vote signs, thousands of Gay 
and Lesbian Voters for Clinton/Gore buttons and hundreds of t-shirts 
for use around the country. 

• Exit polls taken by the New York Times showed that lesbians and gays 
voted 72% for Clinton, 14% for Bush and 14% for Perot

New Info in Gay Sailor's Death

As reported last week in 
the Bay Area Reporter, the 
U.S. Navy has recently re¬ 
vealed that a gay sailor was 
beaten to death in October, 
possibly because of his sexu¬ 
ality. 

Petty Officer Richard 
Allen Schindler of Chicago 
Heights was murdered Octo¬ 
ber 27 in the bathroom of a 
public park near Sasebo 
Naval Base, a United States 
facility located on the 
Japanese island of Kuyshu. 
The Navy arrested two of the 
murdered man’s shipmates in 
connection with the killing 
shortly after it occurred. 

New information reveals 
that Schindler was “severely 
beaten” by his assailants. “I 
viewed my son’s body” after 
it was shipped home in early 
November, Dorothy Hajdys 
told this reporter. “All that 
was left of his face was the 
tip of his nose sticking out, so 
they must have taken his 
head and just slammed it into 
the sink over and over again.” 
The Navy identified the body 
by Schindler’s fingerprints, 
Hajdys said. 

“The only way we knew 
for sure it was my son” was 
because the family recognized 
the tattoos on Schindler’s 
arms, Hajdys said. “Otherwise 
you couldn’t prove to us it 
was him.” 


Stull was reluctant to ad¬ 
mit that Schindler had been 
beaten beyond recognition. “I 
would like to say ‘severely 
beaten.’ Whether it was be¬ 
yond recognition or not 
would be a matter for the in¬ 
vestigation,” Stull said. “Obvi¬ 
ously, the beating resulted in 
his death.” 

At the time of his murder, 
the 22-year-old Schindler was 
“being processed for adminis¬ 
trative discharge ... due to 
self-admitted homosexuality,” 
a Navy spokesperson from 
Japan said. 

“We are fully investigating 
[Schindler’s] homosexuality as 
well as all other motives in 
this case,” said Commander 
Mark Stull, public affairs offi¬ 
cer for the commander of the 
Naval Forces in Japan. “We 
have not been able to deter¬ 
mine that there were any 
threats made against 
[Schindler because he was 
gay].” 

Arrested in connection 
with the killing were Naval 
Airman Charles Vins and Air¬ 
man Apprentice Terry 
Helvey, both 20 years old. 
The two were stationed along 
with Schindler on the am¬ 
phibious ship U.S.S. Belleau- 
wood, and on the night of the 
killing, all three were “on lib¬ 
erty,” which means they had 
completed their duties for the 
day and were free until the 
next morning. 


Vins was court martialed 
by the Navy and found guilty 
November 23 of three 
charges: failure to report an 
offense; resisting apprehen¬ 
sion; and failure to report a 
serious offense. 

“[Vins] failed to report the 
assault which ended in the 
death of Schindler,” Stull 
said. He was “awarded a bad 
conduct discharge, confine¬ 
ment for one year, reduction 
in rank and total forfeiture of 
all allowances and benefits.” 

Helvey, the second suspect, 
is currently being held on sus¬ 
picion of the murder, Stull 
said. Helvey is in pre-trial 
confinement in Yokosuka, 
Japan, about ten miles from 
Sasebo. 

The Navy has been very 
tight-lipped about the circum¬ 
stances surrounding 

Schindler’s death, Hajdys 
said. “Two men [from the 
Navy] came to my door and 
told me that my son was 
dead. They told me that he 
had been assaulted in a park 
... and that he was beaten to 
death. At that time they knew 
it was two people who had 
done it. They didn’t know 
anything about the men and 
they didn’t have them in cus¬ 
tody yet. 

“Two days later they came 
and they told me that they 
had two suspects in custody, 
and that one of them had con¬ 
fessed to the crime and the 


other one was taking the 
Fifth Amendment. And that’s 
all I knew. I knew that they 
were two white men; I didn’t 
know if they were sailors; I 
didn’t know if they were 
from his ship; I didn’t know 
anything. I just knew that 
they were [from the] military

because they were in the 
brig.” 

A day or two later, a man 
accompanied Schindler’s 
body home to Illinois and 
came to Hajdys’ house. “He 
told us that the one suspect, 
the one who confessed, was 
6’4”, weighed 240 lbs. and was 
a body-builder,” Hajdys said. 
“We knew that my son was 
5’11” and weighed 170. He 
said that ... the rumors had 
gone around that my son had 
fallen and hit his head on the 
sink, and that’s how he died.” 

The man who confessed, 
according to Hajdys, was 
Hadley, who has not yet been 
charged with any crime. Navy 
spokesman Stull would not 
confirm that Hadley had at 
one point confessed. 

“We hadn’t gotten that 
much information except that 
the two guys were under in¬ 
vestigation and that the inves¬ 
tigation hasn’t been complet¬ 
ed,” Hajdys said. “I’ve been 
told that the two men had 
been drinking some beer ear¬ 
lier that day, then they went 
to a movie, and then they had 
been drinking some more 
beer. They told me that my 
son was at a party, and he 
went down this hill to the 
public bathroom. And when 
he went into the public bath¬ 
room, these two men assault¬ 
ed him. 

“Then, about a week-and-a- 
half ago, we were informed 
that the one guy [Vins] who 
had taken the Fifth Amend¬ 
ment supposedly had not 
done anything [to my son]. He 
just sat there and watched my 
son getting killed. He didn’t 
do anything; he didn’t touch 
him. But he let the other guy 
do it. He didn’t do anything 
to stop it.” 

Hajdys added that it was 
her understanding that Vins’ 
one-year prison sentence was 
being reduced to four months 
in exchange for his testimony 
against Hadley. However, 
Stull said that was not accu¬ 



rate. “Suspension of any 
charges cannot take place un¬ 
til the convening authority re¬ 
views the case, which has not 
taken place yet,” Stull said. 

Hajdys said no one was in¬ 
terested in the murder until 
Pacific Stars and Stripes, a 
military magazine, reported 
that Schindler might have 
been killed because he was 
gay. This disclosure just came 
out on December 13, which 
would have been Schindler’s 
23rd birthday. “Everything’s 
just broke loose,” said Hajdys, 
who doesn’t believe her son 
was gay. 

“A little over a year ago, 
he told my daughter and me 
that he thought he was gay, 
but we never believed him,” 
Hajdys said. “We believe he 
was just confused.” 

Hajdys said her son told 
his commanding officers he 
was gay because he hated 
where he was stationed. Al¬ 
though he loved the Navy, 
“my son would have done 

anything to get off that ship.” 
she said. 

Hajdys said she was upset 
because any trial that might 
result for Hadley will be held 
in Japan. “I don’t think that’s 
fair. I think I should be able 
to go to it. I think I should be 
able to hear — not by people 
telling me what the guy said, 
not by reading what the testi¬ 
mony is — I should be able to 
hear what this guy says my 
son did that was so terrible 
for him to beat him beyond 
recognition. 

“And I’d like to know how 
this other guy who only got 
four months can live with 
himself knowing that he 
stood there and watched this 
guy beat him to death. To 
me, he’s an accessory. If it 
was a regular trial and wasn’t 
military, he sure wouldn’t get 
off with four months.” 

Stull said there would be 
no word on a trial until their 
investigation is complete, 
which should be “in the next 
two to three weeks.” Howev¬ 
er, any trial that might result 
would be the sole jurisdiction 
of the U.S. Navy. 

“The next step [after the 
investigation] would depend 
on what was recommended,” 
Stull said, but he added, “We 
intend to prosecute to the 
fullest extent. I want to make 
that very clear.” 

Stull confirmed that any 
trial would most likely be 
held in Japan “because all the 
witnesses and everyone else 
are here and it occurred 
here,” he said. “Generally, 
court martials are open,” he 
added, but said he didn’t 
know how Hajdys could get 
to Japan if she wanted to be 
there. Hajdys said she cannot 
afford to get there on her 
own. 

“I talked to one lawyer 
who says there’s nothing I can 
do,” Hajdys said, “because the 
military is immune to every¬ 
thing... . It’s been seven weeks 
since my son was murdered 
and I don’t know that much 
more than I knew when he 
died. And [the Navy] doesn’t 
care. 

“People keep telling you 
the pain is going to get better, 
but it keeps getting worse.” ▼

QW Magazine: 

Once Perfect-Bound, Now Folded

After little over a year, 
New York’s weekly gay news 
magazine QW has temporar¬ 
ily folded, due to increasing 
debt and the death of its CEO 
and primary investor, Will¬ 
iam Chafin, who had “poured 
over a million dollars into it,” 
according to former publisher 
Troy Masters. 

“We’ve suspended publica¬ 
tion,” said News Editor An¬ 
drew Jacobs, who said the 
magazine will return in a bi¬ 
weekly format sometime next 
year. “We need $400,000 and 
have raised about $100,000.” 
About the sudden money 
crunch which drove publica¬ 
tion to a standstill, Jacobs 
said, “we thought Bill was go¬ 
ing to leave us money to con¬ 
tinue, but when his will was 
opened, there wasn’t any.” 

The magazine, which re¬ 
leased its first issue over a 
year ago, has not published in 
over three weeks. Editor 
Mayor Roshan, however, was 
said to have investors waiting 
in the wings. Rumors that 
Spin Magazine may buy them 
were printed in New York 
magazine last week. 

In a city reputed to be the 
center of publishing, with an 
estimated 1 million lesbians 
and gay men, only a handful 
of local gay publications 
thrive, each with its own ec¬ 
centric brand of “journalism,” 
from The New York Native 
to the free bar weekly Homo 
Extra. 

QW, formerly NYQ, was 
started by two former Out- 
Week advertising salespeople, 
Troy Masters and Colleen 
Mangen. From the outset, 
serving as co-publishers, they 
sought to pick up the slack 
from OutWeek and provide 
some advocacy-oriented edito¬ 
rial focus. They also aimed 
for a co-gender editorial base, 
and benefitted from the de¬ 
sign talents of Vincent 
Gagliostro, who created many 
of ACT UP NY’s more visual¬ 
ly arresting campaigns. The 
weekly publication met with 
eager response early on. 

The subsequent name 
change from NYQ, spurred 
by complaints from the liter¬ 
ary New York Quarterly, left 
readers confused, but QW 
caught on quickly. It did how¬ 
ever, lose a portion of the gay 
and lesbian community with 
its $2 cover price (more out¬ 
side New York City). Inter¬ 
views with leading gay fig¬ 
ures like Larry Kramer, Gore 
Vidal, and Andrew Sullivan 
brought QW mainstream at¬ 
tention. 

But the focus gradually 
shifted from hard news to 
more lifestyle features, includ¬ 
ing zine-type drag fashion 
spreads and photo essays on 
clothing designers. QW also 
came under fire from some 
freelance writers whose work 
was altered, which they main¬ 
tained had considerably 
changed the intent of their 
stories. The co-gender goals 
of the publication changed as 
well when co-publisher 
Colleen Mangan left the mag¬ 
azine. Co-Editor Avril Mc¬ 
Donald was also replaced. 
“Slowly the women started to 
leave,” said photographer 
Michael Wakefield. “I think 
they were struggling to find a 
crowd.” 

Yet, despite the definitive 
“how not to publish” experi¬ 


ence gleaned from OutWeek, 
Q W continued to make the 
same mistakes; building up a 
large debt and trying to com¬ 
pensate for it with lifestyle 
pieces aimed at advertisers. 

The AIDS illness and 
death of CEO William Chafin 
in October signaled further fi¬ 
nancial trouble. Chafin was 
the primary investor. “He 
never stopped giving the mag¬ 
azine money, even at the 
worst time of his life,” said 
Masters. 

The down time is serving 
to help the staff replan the 
format and content of QW. 
“We’ll relaunch in January as 
a biweekly,” said Jacobs, 
“with a more national focus, 
less news, more features. 
We’re the same core staff, 
and we’re talking with David 
Parker of The Nation about 
being the publisher.” 
Through Chafin’s illness, pub¬ 
lisher Troy Masters cared for 
him, as well as another close 
friend who was dying of 
AIDS. According to Jacobs, 
Masters did not fulfill his du¬ 
ties as publisher. “He will not 
be a part of the new publica¬ 
tion,” he said. 

About his not being asked 
to continue as publisher, Mas¬ 
ter said, “I’m glad it’s over. 
They were never on budget. 
They were never on time.” 
He cited “out-of-control free¬ 
wheeling spending. Bill just 
continued to write checks for 
it. My role was to keep Bill 
writing them. He did it, to a 
million dollars three days be¬ 
fore he died.” 

The absence of a weekly 
newspaper, with or without 
the new QW, still leaves a 
gap in information for les¬ 
bians, gays, and bisexuals in 
New York. 

“The glamour input is 
what hurt it,” said one jour¬ 
nalist. “There was too much 
interest in fabulism.” The is¬ 
sue of content raises questions 
as to what kind of publication 
can survive New York’s com¬ 
petitive publishing world. 

“The successful model has 
always been a free paper,” 
said Mark Schoofs, former ed¬ 
itor of the Windy City Times. 
Schoofs is in the stages of de¬ 
veloping a free weekly news¬ 
paper in New York, The 
New York Independent, but 
is still seeking more investors. 

“You have to have a meat- 
and-potatoes attitude about 
the editorial,” he said. “People 
want to know what’s happen¬ 
ing.” He noted QWs shift to¬ 
ward Details-type fashion 
spreads were more a lifestyle 
trend and not community- 
based. But Schoofs did point 
out some of the superior writ¬ 
ing that was published in 
QWs short life, from Charles 
Kaiser’s essay “Tempting the 
Virus” to the news scoop of 
outing abortion foe Phyllis 
Shlafly’s son. 

“I thought they were com¬ 
ing along nicely,” said Victor 
Zonana, founder of the New 
York chapter NLGJA (Nation¬ 
al Lesbian and Gay Journal¬ 
ists’ Association), LA Times 
staff writer, and a contributor 
to QW. About the proposed 
new format, Zonana considers 
it “a sound strategy. The Ad¬ 
vocate and Out are doing 
well. That seems to be the 
formula.” 

“We’re off to a good start,” 
said Editor Maer Roshan. 
‘‘We’re doing things we 
should have done.” Along 


with Parker creating a new 
business plan, photographer 
Stephen Meisel, who most re¬ 
cently shot Madonna’s Sex, is 
one of the new investors. 

“One problem with gay 
journalism is that it starts out 
as a cause, and we forget the 
business angle,” Roshan said. 
“Editorial’s job is to take care 
of the writing and should not 
be compromised.” The re¬ 
sponse from investors is a 
sign of the times, said 
Roshan. “It tells you more 
about the openness of the 
business. 

“I’m excited about the po¬ 
tential of it,” he said. “We 
probably could do it on very 
little money. We had done it 
on six people a week, but it 
was really tough, it was like 
being on drugs.” 

He is quick to point out 
the positive aspects of the 
magazine. “We were the only 
gay magazine to interview 
Bill Clinton. We sued to get 
inside Guantanamo Bay [the 
military base where Haitian 
immigrants with AIDS have 
been quarantined].” 

He also added that it will 
still have AIDS information, 
from both a medical, activist 
and interpretative viewpoint. 
“Gay publications have an im¬ 
portant job right now,” 
Roshan said, noting that pre¬ 
viously, gay magazines were 
not thought of as business¬ 
worthy. As much as it is the 
duty of a gay publication to 
provide information and en¬ 
tertain, it also must stay alive. 


“The possibility exists that 
someone will step in and put 
it together,” said Masters. 
“It’ll be a monumental task. 
We went through a million 
dollars in one year.” Masters 
agrees that the best scenario 
would be a biweekly with 
start up costs of $400,000. 

Asked about the possibility 
of a free newspaper surviving 
New York, since they manage 
to do well in San Francisco, 
Masters said, “In New York 
publishing, it’s a newsstand- 
driven city. It’s different here. 
I don’t understand why it 
doesn’t work here.” 

Timing as well as social 
and political factors played a 
part in the difference of the 
two magazines. “QWcame to 
the community in a very diffi¬ 
cult time. The back room cul¬ 
ture start to take hold. 
With ACT UP waning, the 
energy that OutWeek had, 
which was the energy of the 


new glamour of activism, was 
not there for QW. “ He does 
note that QW at its peak had 
a wider New York circulation 
than OutWeek. 

“It’s going to take a lot of 
capital,” said Masters. “They 
need someone like Bill 
[Chafin], who knows they’re 
gonna die, who passionately 
pours every penny into it. 
They need a super tight busi¬ 
ness structure, with people 
who are dedicated to the bot¬ 
tom line.” Of Chafin’s money 
donations, he called QW “ a 
benevolent organization.” 

Is a free gay newspaper 
needed to survive in New 
York? “I don’t know whether 
it has to be free,” said Zo¬ 
nana. “Information is some¬ 
thing that is valuable.” And 
with the lack of a gay focus 
on New York issues, he said, 
“I think the information void 
is palpable.” ▼

Scientists Report Encouraging Vaccine News

WASHINGTON - An ex¬ 
perimental vaccine has pro¬ 
duced the strongest and 
longest-lastingprotection ever 
reported against an AIDS-like 
disease in monkeys, re¬ 
searchers reported December 
17. 

A vaccine made from a ge¬ 
netically defective version of 
a virus that causes an AIDS- 
like disease in monkeys ap¬ 
peared to protect four rhesus 
monkeys against infection 


with the normally deadly 
virus, the researchers said. 

“This is a significant ad¬ 
vance in our search for an 
HIV vaccine,” said Dr. Antho¬ 
ny Fauci, director of the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, which 
funded the research. 

“Their model can teach us 
a great deal about what con¬ 
stitutes protective ftnmunity, 
information that will help us 
design more effective HIV 
vaccines,” Fauci said.

vaccines being tested are 
made from genetically engi¬ 
neered versions of pieces of 
the virus that can stimulate 
the immune system to mount 
a protective response against 
the virus. 

But in a report published 
in the journal Science, Ronald 
Desrosiers of the New Eng¬ 
land Regional Primate Re¬ 
search Center in Southbor- 
ough, Massachusetts, and his 
colleagues reported using a 
different strategy. 

The researchers injected 
test monkeys with genetically 
defective but living samples 
of the simian immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus (SIV). SIV causes 
an AIDSlike disease in mon¬ 
keys similar to the illness that 
the human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV) causes in humans. 

More than three years af¬ 
ter receiving the vaccine, and 
more than eight months after 
they were injected with unal¬ 
tered SIV, all four monkeys 


were alive and apparently 
healthy, the researchers said. 

In addition, the researchers 
injected the monkeys again 
with infectious SIV three 
years after they had been vac¬ 
cinated and their immune sys¬ 
tems appeared to respond just 
as strongly as they had imme¬ 
diately after they were initial¬ 
ly vaccinated, the researchers 
said. 

In contrast, 11 of 12 unvac¬ 
cinated monkeys injected 
with SIV at the same time 
had died, they said. 

No other experimental vac¬ 
cine has produced such a 
strong, long- lasting response. 

“This SIV vaccine has giv¬ 
en the first indication of truly 
strong protection against im¬ 
munodeficiency virus 
challenge,” said Margaret 
Johnston, associate director of 
NIAID’s division of AIDS ba¬ 
sic research and development 
program. 

Desrosier’s team created 


the vaccine by deleting one 
SIV gene known as nef. Nefs 
function is unknown. The de¬ 
fect, however, produces an 
“attenuated” version of the 
virus that is living but harm¬ 
less. 

Attenuated viruses have 
been used in the past to make 
vaccines against other dis¬ 
eases. But researchers have 
been cautious about using the 
approach for AIDS. Scientists 
fear that the attenuated virus 
may mutate back into a ver¬ 
sion that can cause AIDS or 
cancer. 

In response, Desrosiers 
and his colleagues have be¬ 
gun testing other attenuated 
SIV strains containing four or 
five genetic defects to see if 
they are equally effective. If 
they are, they could be safer. 
“We are going to push our 
system to see how good it re¬ 
ally is,” Desrosiers said. ▼ 


Trading Card Series Launched 
To Increase AIDS Awareness

Eclipse Publishing, a 
Forestville, California, compa¬ 
ny that has already stirred up 
controversy with its “True 
Crime” trading card series, 
has announced plans to mar¬ 
ket a 110-card “AIDS Aware¬ 
ness” set of trading cards in 
February. 

The new cards will feature 
drawings of public figures 
with AIDS — such as Rock 
Hudson, Kimberly Bergalis, 
pro-football player Jerry 
Smith, and Ryan White — 
plus important biographical 
information on the subjects, 
in the manner of baseball 
trading bards. According to 
Catherine Yronwode, the ed¬ 
itor of the project, additional 
cards will also focus on living 
with AIDS, opportunistic in¬ 
fections, women with AIDS, 
infection transmission routes, 
and prevention. Cards will be 
sold in packs of 12, with a 
condom included in each 
pack. 

“We’re ordering half a mil¬ 
lion condoms,” Yronwode 
said. 

Yronwode told the Bay 
Area Reporter that 15 per¬ 
cent of the profits from the 
sale of the cards will go to 
Broadway Cares/Equity 
Fights AIDS, a nonprofit 
group that provides direct 
cash assistance to people with 
AIDS in the entertainment in¬ 
dustry. 

Most of the people fea¬ 
tured in the cards will be 
celebrities from the entertain¬ 
ment industry, such as actors, 
opera singers, and ballet 
dancers, but there will also be 
fashion designers, sports stars, 
and political personalities, 
Yronwode said. 

And, according to Yron¬ 
wode, AIDS activists such as 
longtime survivor Michael 
Callen and playwright Larry 
Kramer are also featured, 
even though they are not 
well-known outside the gay 
and AIDS activism communi¬ 
ty.

Other cards in the series 
will also focus on information 
and referral hotline numbers, 
including Gay Mens Health 
Crisis, the AIDS Project Los 
Angeles, and the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation. 

The Reagan/Bush card in 
the series notes that Magic 
Johnson quit the AIDS panel 
and that AIDS groups are 
critical of the administration’s 
neglect of the disease. 

Another card details alter¬ 
native beliefs concerning the 
origin of the disease, including 
the ‘‘possibility of bio¬ 
chemical warfare gone awry, 
or a polio vaccine gone awry,” 
Yronwode said. 

Still another card includes 
instructions for donning a 
condom — and includes a full 
color painting of a man 
putting a condom on an erect 
penis. 

Eclipse publishes 23 series 
of trading cards, including 
popular sets on jazz music; on 


the Negro Baseball league; 
and on famous mass murder¬ 
ers such as Kenneth Bianchi, 
one of the “Hillside Stran¬ 
glers” sex killers. That set 
was so popular it spawned a 
second series, a rash of news 
reports, and a $5 million law¬ 
suit that Bianchi filed from 
his Walla Walla, Washington 
prison cell, where he is now 
sen/ing a life sentence. 

Although Yronwode ac¬ 
knowledges that AIDS trad¬ 
ing cards are controversial — 
and that there have been 
strong protests from right- 
wing political groups opposed 
to the condoms distribution in 
the packs, she notes that all 
the figures used in the packs 
are public figures. 

“And some people on the 
left have said that we’re prof¬ 
iting off the blood of the 
dead, but hey, I’m an editor,” 
she told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Yronwoood said that trad¬ 
ing cards are part of the pop¬ 
ular culture and that, besides 
appealing to collectors, the 
AIDS Awareness trading 
cards are also a way of edu¬ 
cating people who don’t know 
much about the disease. 

“I spoke with a reporter 
from a sports trading card 
magazine. He expressed that 
he was really shook up that 
Magic Johnson was the first 
heterosexual man in America 
who had contracted AIDS. 
He really believed that,” 
Yronwood said 

The cards will retail for 99 
cents a pack. 

Yronwood said that the 
cards are available at a “deep 
discount” for AIDS and les¬ 
bian and gay human rights 
groups who want to sell them 
as a way of raising funds for 
their organizations. T

Focus on...

“It’s a 100 percent class 
act,” says one member, 
named Reggie. “Any problem 
you have, they take care of it. 
That’s why they call it Con¬ 
tinuum. Think about it.” 

“They” — the HIV-positive 
men and women who depend 
on Continuum’s programs — 
also call it a community, or a 
family, and say they’re mem¬ 
bers and not just clients. 

Continuum HIV Day Ser¬ 
vices, located at Ten United 
Nations Plaza (Market at 
McAllister Street), was among 
the first community-based 
adult health care centers in 
the world designed specifical¬ 
ly to serve people living with 
AIDS. Licensed by the State 
of California in July 1990, it is 
based on the model of state-li¬ 
censed and Medicaid-eligible 
geriatric care facilities, but 
adapted to the needs of a 
younger — and intermittently 
sicker — population with 
AIDS. Some describe the fa¬ 
cility as day care center for 
grown-ups, and mean no dis¬ 
respect by the term. 

Others, however, have 
been more critical of Contin¬ 
uum, primarily over what 
they see as its relatively high 
overhead: about 24 percent of 
the nonprofit organization’s 
budget is eaten up by admin¬ 
istrative and fundraising 
costs, leaving only 76 percent 
of the budget for program 
services. 

Continuum members — 83 
percent of whom are low- or 
no-income and on MediCal — 
don’t care much about the fi¬ 
nancial issues as long as the 
services continue to be of¬ 
fered free of charge. For the 
center to be able to do so this 
year has required slightly 
more than $1 million in fund¬ 
ing, provided in roughly 
equal measure by private con¬ 
tributors, state and federal 
monies, and reimbursements 
from MediCal. 

Continuum operates Mon¬ 
day through Saturday, from 9 
a.m to 4 p.m., assisting people 
with AIDS and disabling 
ARC by providing meals, ac¬ 
tivities, medical case manage¬ 
ment and nursing services, 
psycho-social services, physi¬ 
cal therapy, and a place to be¬ 
long. 

“What makes Us special,” 
says Executive Director Jim 
Illig, “is the way we offer con¬ 
solidated services. Instead of 
going all over town, members 
can get most of their needs 
met under one roof.” 

Programs, which vary ac¬ 
cording to each member’s 
needs and input, include art 
workshops; classes on every¬ 
thing from stress manage¬ 
ment to money management; 
help obtaining a G.E.D.; activ¬ 
ities such as swimming, bowl¬ 
ing, and astrology workshops; 
and emotional support 
groups. 

Artistic expression, led by 
Artist-in-Residence Ellen 
Felcher Burns, plays a sub¬ 
stantial role in enriching the 
lives of many of Continuum’s 
members. Burns, whose part- 
time position is funded by a 
grant from the California Arts 
Council, believes art can play 
an important role in healing. 
“So much of healing can’t be 
done on a medical level,” she 
says. “People need to heal 
their hearts. So many of our 
members are disenfranchised 
and haven’t had a lot of love 
in their lives. Art gives them 
a chance to open up and start

feeling and expressing.” 

The results of all this feel¬ 
ing and expression are nu¬ 
merous works of art — paint¬ 
ings, ceramic wall plates, 
icons, masks, jewelry and oth¬ 
er wearable art — by mem¬ 
bers. 

“Our approach is different 
than other service organiza¬ 
tions,” says Alice Tarkeshi, 
activities coordinator at Con¬ 
tinuum. “This center acts as a 
spiritual magnet that draws 
people together. We’ve 
formed a community that 
strives to go beyond limited 
views and is open to all forms 
of self-expression.” 

Continuum’s 105 members 
attend as often or as little as 
they like: most days there are 
35 to 40 members in atten¬ 
dance. Because many PWAs 
often resist losing control, the 
daily program, while struc¬ 
tured, is flexible. Transporta¬ 
tion to and from the facility is 
provided for those who need 
it, and members are encour¬ 
aged to stay for the entire 
day, from the 9:30 a.m. break¬ 
fast to the 3 p.m. wrap-up 
meeting. 

Bill is one of the center’s 
newer members. He joined 
Continuum December 4, and 
now comes six days a week. 
‘Twasn’t sure about this place 
at first,” he tells the Bay Area 
Reporter. “My lover and I 
were new to San Francisco 
and we were living in a small 
hotel room. He would have to 
go to work and I would be 
stuck there for the whole day 
with nothing to do. I got curi¬ 
ous about Continuum. 

“I remember my first day, 
walking up the steps from 
MUNI thinking, ‘I really don’t 
like being pinned in all day.’ 
But as time went by it 
seemed like they gave you a 
lot of freedom. Freedom to 
do different activities and just 
to be able to say what’s on 
your mind.” 

While the average member 
attends ten days per month, 
there are many members like 
Bill who attend as often as six 
days a week. It is a way to 
break the daily isolation that 
leads to the depression often 
faced by many PWAs, they 
say, especially for the 47 per¬ 
cent of Continuum’s members 
who live alone. 

In addition to offering a 
place where PWAs feel they 
belong, Continuum also offers 
peace of mind for members’ 
partners, families, and 
friends. Mark Arseneau, who 
is Continuum’s program di¬ 
rector, experienced this first 
hand. His lover was a mem¬ 
ber prior to Arseneau assum¬ 
ing his post there. 

“Continuum really helped 
me because during the day I 
would be constantly worried 
about my partner staying 
home alone. He was becom¬ 
ing isolated and depressed. 
Once he started coming here 
I saw a marked difference. He 
was dealing with the disease 
and was more positive about 
living,” Arseneau says. 

A recent Saturday is a typ¬ 
ical example of the often non¬ 
typical days at Continuum. 

After breakfast is over, it’s 
time for Community Check¬ 
in: “a time,” as Clinical Super¬ 
visor Dossie Easton explains, 
“that gives us a chance to 
hear from everyone.” 

First, someone reads a pas¬ 
sage from the book Color of 
Light. “[AIDS is the result of] 
too little love, not too much 
sex. ... My sexual energy is 
pure and divine.” 



Then everyone says a few 
words about a topic sentence. 
Today’s is: “What art has 
done for me” — apropos on a 
day when Continuum is hold¬ 
ing one of its many annual art 
shows and sales. The respons¬ 
es are varied and thoughtful. 

“Allowed me a place to ex¬ 
press my feelings.” 

“Helps me forget about my 
own problems.” 

“Art hasn’t done anything 
for my life.” 

Check-in is also a time to 
review the day’s activities and 
sign-up for lunch duty. The 
community, including staff 
members, shares the duties of 
setting up, serving, and clean¬ 
ing up after the day’s meals. 

Following Saturday’s 
Check-in, members had the 
choice of attending the HIV 
Support Group or ‘German 
for Fun’ led by one of Contin¬ 
uum’s volunteers. 

The HIV support group 
differs from those available 
on the outside, according to 


Tarkeshi. “Because members 
spend time together during 
other activities, we really do 
build a sense of community. 
That allows us to develop 
more knowledge, compassion, 
and understanding of each 
other.” 

Lunch follows the support 
group, and then members 
prepare for the afternoon art 
show, scheduled from 1 to 3 
p.m. 

Berni, a member of Con¬ 
tinuum since its beginning, 
has a number of pieces on dis¬ 
play. As is the case with 
many of the artists represent¬ 
ed at the show, most of his 
works are for sale, with 80 
percent of the proceeds going 
to the artist and 20 percent to 
Continuum. 

Berni says he’s always do¬ 
ing something in the art de¬ 
partment. “I used to work 12 
hours a day,” he says. “When 
I was no longer able to do 
that I had to find other ways 


to occupy my time. It has also 
helped me come to terms 
with my religious upbring¬ 
ing.” Berni’s art reflects both 
his Coptic beliefs and homo¬ 
sexuality. “Mixing religious 
and erotic images has some¬ 
times gotten me in a little 
trouble,” he says, “but it has 
allowed me to realize I can be 
Catholic and a gay man at the 
same time.” 

While daily activities vary, 
medical care at Continuum 
remains constant. As some 
. members clean up from lunch 
and others prepare for the art 
show, nurse Jo Schmidt ex¬ 
amines another member. 
“There’s something there,” 
she tells him as she listens to 
his lungs. “We need to get 
you in to see someone.” 

It is this kind of early in¬ 
tervention and advocacy that 
hastens the reporting, diagno¬ 
sis, and treatment of symp¬ 
toms, Illig believes. “We find 
we can help prevent some 
hospitalizations,” he says, 
“and if a hospital stay is nec¬ 
essary, often we can shorten 
it with a discharge plan that 
puts the member back here 
with supervised case manage¬ 
ment. It’s a tremendous sav¬ 
ings to the taxpayer.” Nurses 
can also provide infusions, 
medical set-ups and do blood 
draws on-site. 

Illig hopes to see Continu¬ 
um’s model and a similar one 
in New York replicated in 
other communities. “This is a 
health care community and 
you don’t hear those words 
used together too often,” he 
says. “At Continuum the nurses 
and staff get to know you 
very well. You’re not just a 
cog in a wheel or a number of 
a chart.” ▼

Holy Shit— 

Two More Priests in Trouble 


United Press International 

CHICAGO — The defense 
began presenting its case De¬ 
cember 10 on behalf of a 
priest accused of fondling a 
teenage girl at a west subur¬ 
ban parish. 

The Reverend Robert 
Mayer, 53, had been under or¬ 
ders at the time he was priest 
at St. Odilo Church not to be 
alone with anyone under the 
age of 21, Bishop Raymond 
Goedert testified December 9. 

The girl, now 15, tearfully 
testified that Mayer in Jan¬ 
uary 1991 — without warning 
— put his hand down her 
blouse and put his hand un¬ 
der her skirt after calling her 
into the rectory and sitting 
with her on a couch. 

The teen said she told no 
one what happened for ten 
months. 

“I was afraid and I was em¬ 
barrassed [about] what every¬ 
body would think. They 
would blame me,” the teen 
said. 

The defense questioned 
the credibility of the girl’s tes¬ 
timony and objected to her 


“possible hysterics.” Defense 
attorney Patrick Tuite denied 
the priest, who is accused of 
aggravated criminal sexual 
abuse, fondled the teen. 

But prosecutors during the 
trial before Cook County 
Judge Thomas Durkin called 
witnesses who testified that 
Mayer talked at length in Jan¬ 
uary 1991 about the girl’s at¬ 
tractiveness during a sex edu¬ 
cation class for boys who at¬ 
tended the Berwyn school. 

“He used every street term 
there is about sex, every dis¬ 
gusting term,” Salvador 
Gamino, 15, of Berwyn testi¬ 
fied. “He said she should 
come in and demonstrate.” 

- Other male youths who 
were in the sex education 
class testified the priest said 
he wanted to have sex with 
the girl. 

The teen testified she wait¬ 
ed to report the incident but 
made sure she never again 
was alone with Mayer, who 
Goedert testified was re¬ 
moved from the post in m id- 
1991 because Mayer violated 
orders against being alone 
with anyone under 21 and a 


complaint by an adult male 
that Mayer had made sexual 
advances to him. 

Separately on December 9, 
the family of a man who 
killed himself in 1990 at the 
age of 36 filed suit in Will 
County Circuit Court against 
a Kankakee priest, the Rev¬ 
erend Myles White. 

The family accused White 
of sexually molesting the man 
when he was 16 and his an¬ 
guish over the incident 
caused him to take his life, at¬ 
torney Joseph Klest said. 

The suit seeks $5 million 
in damages from White and 
the Joliet Archdiocese, which 
oversees St. Isaac Jogues 
Catholic Church in Hinsdale 
where White was assigned at 
the time. 

Charges are pending 
against White in Marshall 
County, Indiana, after a video¬ 
tape that showed the priest 
having sex with a teenage 
boy was purchased at a flea 
market. White was suspended 
from his post at St. Martin of 
Tours Church in Kankakee 
after the charges were filed in 
July in Indiana. ▼ 


Local Group Formed To Help 
Victims of Cleric Sexual Abuse

A support group to help in¬ 
dividuals who have been sex¬ 
ually abused by clergy is 
forming through Project 
Eden, an East Bay substance 
abuse counseling and social 
services agency. 

The group, supervised by 
a licensed mental health pro¬ 
fessional, will be the second 
support group of its kind in 
the country, according to Ter¬ 
ri Hall, a counseling intern at 
the agency who will co-facili- 
tate the group. 

‘‘Many boys who were 
abused by clergy as boys are 
now men. We don’t know 
who’s out there but we’re 
putting out as many flyers as 
we can,” Hall told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The group will be for both 
men and women who were 
abused by clergy, Hall 
addedd. 

Sexual and other forms of 
abuse by clergy are particu¬ 
larly insidious, Hall said, be¬ 
cause clients suffer spiritual 
as well as sexual violation — 
and because many forms of 
counseling and support fail to 
address such issues. 

“All the work that’s been 
done has been on a theoreti¬ 
cal approach and no one has 
really done anything. There is 
[only] one other support 
group in the country,” she 
said.

LONDON — A man who 
survived a ten-story suicide 
jump and was recovering in a 
hospital was nearly killed 
from the effects of having 
tainted holy water sprinkled 
over him by a relative, a med¬ 
ical journal reported Decem¬ 
ber 18. 

Doctors had been mysti¬ 
fied as to why the 19-year-old 
patient’s condition deteriorat¬ 
ed suddenly following a 
“steady” recovery from his se¬ 
rious mulitple injuries. 

The young man jumped 
from a highrise in February 
1989, fracturing his skull, ribs, 
pelvis, and & leg. In the initial 
operation after being admit¬ 
ted to the Birmingham hospi¬ 
tal he needed 53 units of 
blood and'was put on a venti¬ 
lator, the British Medical 
Journal reported. 

In subsequent weeks doc¬ 
tors were impressed with the 
patient’s progress until “sud¬ 
denly the patient’s condition 
deteriorated,” the report said. 

The doctors were extreme¬ 
ly concerned as the patient 
became “confused and fever¬ 
ish” and suffered shortness of 
breath for no apparent rea¬ 
son. There were no other pa¬ 
tients on the ward and the pa-

tient could have died from 
the overwhelming infection 
he had contracted, the doctors 
said. 

Ian Greaves, a senior 
house officer, and Keith 
Porter, a consultant trauma 
and orthopedic surgeon at the 
hospital, had no idea where 
the source of the infection 
came from until the patient’s 
aunt was seen liberally sprin¬ 
kling the bed-bound young 
man with holy water. 

The aunt was immediately 
stopped and the water taken 
for analysis that revealed it 
was carrying the rogue bacte¬ 
ria. 

After the situation was ex¬ 
plained to the aunt and the 
sprinklings stopped, the pa¬ 
tient quickly recovered and 
was released three months af¬ 
ter his fall. 

“We know of no other case 
of life-threatening infection 
transmitted this way,” 
Greaves and Porter wrote in 
the journal. 

But they added: “We sus¬ 
pect that such transmission is, 
in fact, more common than 
realized and may represent a 
significant source of infection 
in critically ill patients that 
will not be noticed unless 
specifically sought.” ▼

KKKKids Offer Money 
To Beat Up Minorities

LIBERTYVILLE, Ill. - 
Three Libertyville High 
School students are back at 
school after serving out a ten- 
day suspension for launching 
a Ku Klux Klan group at the 
school, officials said. 

District No. 128 Superin¬ 
tendent Donald Gossett said 
the group, headed by three 
17-year-old seniors, published 
four issues of a handwritten, 
photocopied newsletter cham¬ 
pioning white supremacy and 
containing racial slurs. 

Titled “KKK’’ the newslet¬ 
ter referred to the group’s 
ringleaders as “grand dragon” 
and “imperial wizard” and 
contained a photograph of a 
robed Klansman cut from a 
magazine. 

“These were apparently 
written by the students, pho¬ 
tocopied and handed out to 
members of the group,” Gos¬ 
sett said. “It had been going 
on for several weeks until a 
pair of students brought one 
forward and said they 
thought it was inappropriate.” 


I he group was broken up 
before members collected any 
dues earmarked as rewards to 
students who assaulted blacks 
and others, he said. 

The students were sus¬ 
pended for ten days Decem¬ 
ber 3. About 30 other stu¬ 
dents whose names appeared 
on a membership list will at¬ 
tend required seminars on 
race relations with their par¬ 
ents hosted by the B’nai 
B’rith Anti-Defamation 
League. 

Libertyville Police Chief 
Daniel McCormick said police 
do not plan to file criminal 
charges, though the students 
could have faced misde¬ 
meanor hate crime charges. 

“We believe the students 
really didn’t know what they 
were getting involved in and 
the ramifications of their ac¬ 
tions,” Gossett said. 

About 11 percent of the 
2,185 students at Libertyville 
High are minorities: 1.2 per¬ 
cent are black, 2.7 percent are 
Hispanic, 7.3 percent are 
Asian and 0.4 percent are Na¬ 
tive American. ▼

The Supreme Court Does it Again 


Shortage reported of drug for PWAs 

ATLANTA (UPI) - The federal Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention has reported a shortage of a drug used to treat 
an infection that strikes AIDS patients. 

From December 6 through December 12, the agency re¬ 
ceived telephone calls from pharmacies nationwide requesting 
sulfadiazine-trisulfapyrimidine, or triple sulfa, the CDC said. 

The drug is commonly used with another drug called 
pyrimethamine to treat AIDS patients stricken by an infection 
of the central nervous system known as toxoplasmosis, the 
CDC said. 

The only firm licensed to make the drug ceased operation 
in October, the CDC said. 

In response, the Food and Drug Administration is contact¬ 
ing drug companies to try to restore supplies quickly, the CDC 
said. 

Until a commercial source becomes available, doctors 
should consider using a drug called clindamycin with 
pyrimethamine to treat acute toxoplasmosis, the CDC said. 

In the meantime, the CDC said December 17, it had ob¬ 
tained a small supply of triple sulfa that will be made available 
to people with acute disease who cannot tolerate 
clindamycin. ▼ 

Garamendi Predicts 1993 Health 
Insurance Breakthrough 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - California Insurance Commissioner 
John Garamendi said November 13 that an emerging consen¬ 
sus among old foes will help produce major reform in 1993 to 
cure the nation’s health care crisis. 

In a speech to the Health Insurance Association of America, 
Garamendi said long-time enemies in the nation’s health care 
wars are starting to agree there should be a universal right to 
health care with the costs shared by businesses and individu¬ 
als. He predicted that the ultimate solution would emphasize 
managed competition as the best way to offer universal access, 
global budgeting to force an assessment of spending, and a 
simplification of insurance systems and aggressive cost contain¬ 
ment measures to root out inefficiency. 

“Those who have long supported g laranteed health care as 
a right have argued for government regulation and the man¬ 
dates deemed necessary to secure that right,” Garamendi said. 
“On the other side, there are those who have balked at govern¬ 
ment regulation and government-imposed mandates, preferring 
voluntary and market-oriented reforms as the best means of 
controlling costs and gradually expanding access. 

“But these ... battle lines have begun to soften and a new 
consensus is emerging that is based largely on employing the 
means most associated with conservatives — market competi¬ 
tion — to achieve the ends associated with social liberals — uni¬ 
versal access,” he said. “The new consensus may best be de¬ 
scribed as the use of private means to social ends.” 

Garamendi urged the group to heed President-elect Clin¬ 
ton’s call for a new national spirit of community. “It is a call 
to us as policymakers to create change for the better, and to 
produce a more unified and a healthier America,” he said. T

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The Supreme Court has 
made it less appealing for 
lawyers to become involved 
in civil rights cases where 
their client’s chances of win¬ 
ning significant monetary 
damages are slim. 

By a 5-4 vote on December 
14, the court said the “prevail¬ 
ing party” in a civil rights 
challenge is no longer auto¬ 
matically entitled to collect at¬ 
torneys fees. 

In the past, a plaintiff who 
won even nominal damages 
in a lawsuit and was declared 
the “prevailing party” was 
routinely entitled to be reim¬ 
bursed for the legal cost of 
bringing suit, even if compen¬ 
satory damages amounted to 
very little. 

In a decision written by 
Justice Clarence Thomas, the 
court determined that while a 
plaintiff who wins nominal 
damages is technically the 
“prevailing party,” some dam¬ 
ages can be so small as to al¬ 
low a judge to award no attor¬ 
neys fees. 

The ruling leaves more 
discretion in the hands of 
judges, and makes it likely 
that attorneys will be reluc¬ 
tant to take cases where they 
could be stuck paying their 
own bills, said Carter Phillips, 
an attorney with the Ameri¬ 
can Bar Association. 

“Unless you think you’ve 
got a very good chance of 
winning a case, you’re likely 
to walk away from it,” said 
Phillips. “It will deter a fair 
number of lawyers from tak¬ 
ing these kind of cases.” 

But Richard Samp, an at¬ 
torney with the Washington 
Legal Foundation, called the 
ruling “perhaps a defeat for 
everybody who thinks that 
taxpayers ought to be subsi¬ 
dizing lawyers, but a victory 
for everybody else.” 

Samp also said the deci¬ 
sion allows civil rights victors 
who are suing to establish a 
principle, rather than just col¬ 
lect money, to still get attor¬ 
ney’s fees when they are de¬ 
clared the prevailing party. 

The court’s ruling was in 
response to a case plaintiff 
Joseph Farrar fought through 
the courts since 1975, when 
Texas officials briefly closed 
down his home for delinquent 
teens during an investigation. 
He sued the officials for $17 
million. 

Farrar died in 1983, but 
the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals eventually said Far¬ 
rar’s estate was to be award¬ 
ed nominal damages not to 
exceed $1 because his civil 


rights had been violated. 

But a judge - based on the 
finding that even $1 allowed 
Farrar to be considered the 
prevailing party - awarded 
Farrar’s estate $280,000 in at¬ 
torney’s fees. 

The 5th Circuit then re¬ 
versed that decision, saying 
the nominal damages were 
too small for Farrar to be 
considered the legal victor. 

The high court disagreed 
in principle, saying a plaintiff 
who wins nominal damages is 
a “prevailing party.” But it 
then said a judge may award 
no attorney’s fees. 

“In some circumstances, 
even a plaintiff who formally 
‘prevails’... should receive no 
attorney’s fees at all,” wrote 
Thomas. “A plaintiff who 
seeks compensatory damages 
but receives no more than 
nominal damages is often 
such a prevailing party.” 

Thomas’s opinion was 
joined by Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist and jus¬ 
tices Antonin Scalia and An¬ 
thony Kennedy. Justice San¬ 
dra Day O’Connor wrote a 
concurring opinion that gave 
the majority its fifth vote. 

Justice Byron White au¬ 
thored a dissent from the 
bulk of the ruling, joined by 
justices Harry Blackmun, 
John Paul Stevens and David 
Souter. 

White said the proper rul¬ 
ing would be to declare Far¬ 
rar the prevailing party, and 
then send the case back to 
lower court for a decision on 
how much in attorney’s fees 
should be awarded. 

Hate crimes decision 

The same day, the 
Supreme Court agreed to de¬ 
cide if states can impose heav¬ 
ier penalties on those whose 
crimes are motivated by a vic¬ 
tim’s race, religion, sexual ori¬ 
entation or similar status. 

Six months after striking 
down a St. Paul, Minnesota, 
“hate crimes” law as violating 
the First Amendment by 
hampering free speech, the 
court will decide the legality 
of using a criminal’s motiva¬ 
tion to enhance his sentence. 

In recent years many states 
have adopted such sentence 
enhancement provisions, 
meant to protect victims of 
racial attacks, gay bashing, re¬ 
ligious discrimination and, in 
some cases, assaults on wom¬ 
en. 

In the St. Paul case the 
court unanimously struck 
down a law that made it a 
crime to say or do certain 
things meant to arouse 
“anger, alarm or resentment 
in others on the basis of race, 


color, creed, religion or gen¬ 
der.” 

It found the city could not 
use the law to prosecute a 
white teenager for burning a 
cross in the yard of a black 
family. 

The court noted the 
teenager could have been 
prosecuted for such crimes as 
trespassing or, if warranted, 
assault. 

If St. Paul had convicted 
the teenager under such a 
generalized criminal statute, 
but then given him a stiffer 
penalty based on the racial 
motivation involved, it would 
parallel the issue the court 
agreed to decide December 
14. 

In recent years 46 states 
have adopted some form of 
hate crime legislation, with 
more than half of those laws 
based on enhancing the sen¬ 
tences for existing crimes. 

The court will review a 
sentence enhancement law in 
Wisconsin, which was struck 
down by the state’s highest 
courts. 

The Wisconsin law allows 
for a longer maximum sen¬ 
tence for crimes where the 
victim is intentionally select¬ 
ed “because of the race, reli¬ 
gion, color, disability, sexual 
orientation, national origin or 
ancestry.” 

The law allows for a max¬ 
imum increase of five years in 
prison for a felony committed 
with such motivation. 

Wisconsin said the St. Paul 
law involved a “hate speech” 
statute aimed at speech and 
thought itself, rather than a 
“hate crime” statute aimed at 
a particular type of conduct. 

The Wisconsin law was ap¬ 
plied after an October 7, 1989, 
assault by a group of blacks 
on a 14-year-old white male. 

A group of about ten 
blacks was outside an apart¬ 
ment complex in Kenosha, 
Wisconsin, after discussing a 
scene in the movie Mississip¬ 
pi Burning where a white 
man beat a young black who 
was praying. 

Todd Mitchell, 19 at the 
time, asked the group: “Do 
you feel hyped up to move on 
some white people?” 

The white teenager ap¬ 
peared a short time later, 
walking toward the apart¬ 
ment complex. 

Mitchell said: “You all 
want to fuck sombody up? 
There goes a white boy; go 
get him.” 

The group then beat the 
boy, who was in a coma for 
four days and suffered exten¬ 
sive injuries. 

Mitchell was convicted of 
felony aggravated battery, 


and the state then alleged and 
proved at a separate trial that 
he was eligible for the sen¬ 
tence enhancement for racial 
motivation. 

Mitchell would have been 
eligible for a maximum two- 
year prison sentence under 
felony aggravated battery. 
With the sentence enhance¬ 
ment, however, his maximum 
possible sentence was in¬ 
creased to seven years. 

A judge sentenced Mitchell 
to four years in prison, lead¬ 
ing to Mitchell’s successful ap¬ 
peal. 

Wisconsin officials equate 
enhancing a sentence for 
“hate crimes” with the com¬ 
mon practice of a state impos¬ 
ing longer sentences for 


crimes committed against 
children. 

“To date, criminal jurispru¬ 
dence has assumed that mo¬ 
tive is a proper sentencing 
consideration and, therefore, 
sentencing judges have rou¬ 
tinely considered motive 
when imposing sentences,” 
wrote Wisconsin. 

“For example, a robber 
certainly has a constitutional 
right to think greedy 
thoughts, but a judge may 
still reasonably determine 
that a robber motivated by a 
desire to feed his family is 
less culpable than a robber 
motivated by a desire to wear 
gold jewelry.” 

A ruling in the case is ex¬ 
pected by summer. ▼

called for the integration of 
AIDS into the NIH’s reautho¬ 
rization bill, still pending be¬ 
fore Congress; broad-based, 
clear goals for the Office of 
AIDS Research; increased re¬ 
search into AIDS issues af¬ 
fecting women and people of 
color; better balance be¬ 
tween social, biomedical and 
behavioral research at NIH; 
and about $300 million more 
for the agency’s AIDS re¬ 
search projects. 

For prevention activities, 
the activists took a hard line 
against right-wing congress- 
members and organizations 
which they charged have ef¬ 


fectively stunted most AIDS 
education activities funded by 
the federal government. 

They called on the presi¬ 
dent-elect to help them fight 
right-wing efforts to censor 
AIDS prevention efforts by 
fully funding much-needed 
community-based AIDS edu¬ 
cation and condom distribu¬ 
tion programs and sexual be¬ 
havior research and then 
backing them with the force 
of his administration. 

On the AIDS care crisis, 
beyond asking for full fund¬ 
ing for the Ryan White bill, 
the lobbyists asked for help in 
reauthorizing the three-year- 
old bill in the next Congress 
and many more far reaching 
health care reforms. 

The representatives from 


the various groups also laid 
out a series of requirements 
for Clinton’s “AIDS czar” po¬ 
sition. They requested a can¬ 
didate with a knowledge and 
sensitivity of the myriad is¬ 
sues around AIDS and no 
known record of insensitivity 
to gays and lesbians, women 
and minorities. They added, 
however, that they are not de¬ 
manding that the candidate 
necessarily be gay, HIV-posi¬ 
tive or a person of color. 

Pressed for names by re¬ 
porters, the activists further 
insisted that they are not lob¬ 
bying for any specific “per¬ 
sonalities” for the office. 

“We laid out this agenda 
today in our meeting with 
[Westmoreland],” said Bill 
Bailey, lobbyist for the Amer¬ 
ican Psychological Associa¬ 


tion. “As a gay American liv¬ 
ing with AIDS, I can say I be¬ 
lieve we were heard. But the 
real proof that our message 
was heard will only come in 
the doing.”

For the better part of the 
last decade, Westmoreland 
has been a congressional 
staffer for Representative 
Henry Waxman (D-Califor- 
nia), chairman of the pivotal 
House Health and Environ¬ 
ment Subcommittee. As such, 
Westmoreland has been ar¬ 
guably the most powerful 
House staffer on AIDS issues, 
and one of the more valuable 
allies to the AIDS community 


on the Hill. 

Westmoreland made it 
clear in. the meeting that he is 
not seeking a position with 
the Clinton administration 
and will be returning to Wax- 
man’s staff once Congress 
convenes again in January. T

When Charlie Brown orga¬ 
nized the Girth and Mirth 
Club of San Francisco in 
1976, little did he know he 
was beginning the chubby 
movement. At the core of this 
movement is the need for 
chubbies and chasers to feel 
good about themselves and 
their desires, and to be ac¬ 
cepted on their own terms by 
society. 

The Girth and Mirth phe¬ 
nomenon has led to the for¬ 
mation of such organizations 
worldwide. Other chubby and 
chaser groups have sprung up 
such as the now-defunct San 
Francisco Roundabouts and 
the still-functioning Golden 
Gate Connection. There’s 
even an organization to orga¬ 
nize the organizations called 
Affiliated Big Men’s Clubs 
(ABC). There’s a national 
ABC convergence every year 
(this past year it was held in 
San Francisco) and previously 
untapped areas such as adult 
films (The Big Bear Orgy 
Party), erotic publications 
(Bulk Male), and phone sex 
lines have begun to cater to 
chubbies and their chasers. 

Berkeley Beginnings 

Charlie Brown, who was a 
young chaser with a fat lover

in the mid ’70s, didn’t know 
what he was getting into 
when he placed an ad in the 
Berkeley Barb to start a new 
group called Girth and Mirth.

he will ever do. “Mind you,” 
he says with a laugh, “I’m not 
a particularly motivated per¬ 


son, but it makes me feel 
good. Obviously I’ve benefit- 
ted from it because I like the 
big boys. It was something 
that was ready to blossom,

Queen of Comedy

I f you think Blaine and 
Antoine — those flamboy¬ 
ant gay “critics” on In 
Living Color — are the 
only queens on TV, then you 
haven’t seen Buddy Cole. If 
you find the “Men On” 
sketches homophobic, turn 
them off, and then turn to 
Comedy Central (Viacom 
Channel 39, weeknights at 
9:30 p.m.) and start watching 
The Kids in the Hall. You’ll 
be surprised at how much air 
time real gay humor gets 
there. 

By real gay humor, I sim¬ 
ply mean comedy written and 
performed by television’s 
only “out” gay comedian. His 
name is Scott Thompson, and 
he is one-fifth of the Canadian 
comedy troupe known as The 
Kids in the Hall. The other 
four members—Mark McKin¬ 
ney, Kevin McDonald, Dave 
Foley, and Bruce McCulloch 
- £ - began working together in 
1984. Thompson, who origi¬ 
nally was just a fan of the 
Kids and, at the time, an un¬ 
employed actor, joined the 
group in 1985. 

Discovered by Saturday 
Night Live producer Lome 
Michaels, the Kids’ hit series 


on Canadian television has 
been airing on HBO and the 
Comedy Central cable chan¬ 
nels for the last three years. 
Although they’re not yet a 
household name here, the 
Kids’ outrageous brand of hu¬ 
mor has earned them a devot¬ 
ed following in the States and 
has recently led to a late-night 
network time slot, Fridays, on 
CBS. Since September, CBS

has been airing repeats of the 
Kids’ shows (in San Francisco 
at 2:35 a.m. — technically, Sat¬ 
urday mornings), and begin¬ 
ning in January, it will start 
airing new episodes. 

Overtly Gay Hfctmor 

What’s surprising — and ex¬ 
hilarating — about The Kids 
in the Hall’s increasing pop¬ 
ularity is that so much of the 
show’s humor is overtly gay. 
In fact, the show is suffused 
with a gay sensibility that is 
found nowhere else on televi¬ 
sion. Along with the obvious 
references and innuendoes re¬ 
garding gays that you can 
find on any comedy show, a 
great number of gay charac¬ 
ters actually people the Kids’ 
sketches — hustlers, gay vam¬ 
pires, clothing designers, stu¬ 
dents, office workers. 

However, the show’s most 
famous gay character is 
Thompson’s limp-wristed 
Buddy Cole, a Toronto night¬ 
club owner who, from the 
vantage point of his bar stool, 
observes and skewers the 
world around him. Thompson 
has taken some heat from gay 
critics for perpetuating the 
stereotype of an effeminate 
gay man in his depiction of

Who Are We Now? 


by Jim Emerson 

S ure, lesbians eat more 
fish than gay men but 
not much more. And 
men spend more time 
cruising than women, but a 
typical gay guy out with a 
date for a night on the town 
prefers, if given the choice, 
•the taste of fish to beef. What 
makes gays and lesbians so 
different and yet so much 


alike, you may well wonder? 

Consumer marketing re¬ 
search provides some an¬ 
swers. Marketers and adver¬ 
tisers are finally beginning to 
understand that many gays 
have more bucks to burn than 
heterosexuals. Nationally, 12.5 
million gay men earn $377 
billion annually. The national 
annual income of the U.S.’s 
six million lesbians is $137 
billion. 

In Chicago, the nation’s 
first gay marketing research 
firm, Overlooked Opinions, 
and the well-respected Sim- 
monds Market Research Bu¬ 
reau have been busily study¬ 
ing gays. They’re compiling 
facts and figures for compa¬ 
nies looking to sell more 
goods and services to us. Ev¬ 
erything from fish to comput¬ 
ers. 

Research identifies gay 
men as the wealthiest demo¬ 
graphic group in America. 
Most lesbians are believed to 
earn more than heterosexual 
women, but this hasn’t yet 
been documented. Consumer 
marketing research on gays 
focuses more on men. Les¬ 
bians are often lumped to¬ 
gether with men, which 
means less women-specific in¬ 
formation is available. The 
fact that on the average a 


woman earn 70 cents for ev¬ 
ery dollar a man earns ex¬ 
plains why marketers are 
more interested in men. 

San Francisco gay house¬ 
holds earn an average of 
$47,900 annually, according to 
the latest 1992 research from 
Overlooked Opinions. (House¬ 
holds are defined as two per¬ 
sons.) Gays make up approxi¬ 
mately one-third of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s 750,000 population. 
Non-gay households here earn 
$38,800 annually. 

Gay male households actu¬ 
ally have much higher in¬ 
comes, but the figures for 
gays include both lesbian and 
gay male households, which 
lowers the overall gay aver¬ 
age. Within San Francisco’s 
gay community, there are also 
twice as many men as wom¬ 
en. 

No Dishpan Hands 

Gays who earn more mon¬ 
ey naturally have more spend¬ 
ing money (or “disposable in¬ 
come” as marketers call it). 
For instance, nationally, Over¬ 
looked Opinions determined 
that gay men eat out 10.2 
times every month. Lesbians 
typically eat out 9.7 times ev¬ 
ery month. About 36 percent 
of the men eat out more than 
10 times every month. Les¬ 
bians buy more take-out food 
every month, 66 percent vs. 
62 percent for gay men. 

More food for thought 
from the research conducted 
by Overlooked Opinions and 
the Simmonds Market Re¬ 
search Bureau has gays liking 
fish more than beef whether 
dining out or eating at home. 
Given the choice between a 
New York Strip, prime rib, 
filet mignon, and various 
kinds of seafood, more gay 
men and women will choose 
fish. Research shows hetero¬ 
sexuals are more interested in 
chicken. 

Apparently, gays eat out as 
a way to avoid washing dish¬ 
es, or else we’re too busy 
traveling. Overlooked Opin¬ 
ions research reveals not only 
that “one out of every four 
gay men and lesbian women 
have washed dishes fewer 
than five times in the past 30 
days” but also that gays, all

18.5 million of us, take 162 
million trips annually. 

About 12.5 percent of gay 
men and 8.5 percent of les¬ 
bians have taken a cruise 
within the last three years. 
Men travel on vacation an av¬ 
erage of two times each year 
and 7.8 times (wink-wink) on 
business. Lesbians on the av¬ 
erage take 1.5 pleasure trips 
and five business trips annual- 

ly- 

Among gays nationally, 
San Francisco is the most 
popular vacation destination, 
followed by Provincetown, 
Key West, and Fire Island. 
The Russian River comes in 
15th just behind Europe in 
general (14th) and Greece 
(13th) in particular. 

The typical gay man and 
the typical lesbian are likely 
to be more successful, more 
highly educated, and earning 
more money working in a 
professional job than the aver¬ 
age heterosexual. About 45 
percent of gay men and les¬ 
bians received job promotions 
within the last three years. So 
it’s little wonder why they’re 
studying us. ▼

Watch Out 

An Interview With Alison Bechdel 


by Rupert Kinnard 

A s a die-hard fan of the 
nationally syndicated 
comic strip “Dykes to 
Watch Out For,” I 
found myself in total ecstasy 
when its creator, Alison 
Bechdel, breezed into Modern 
Times Bookstore recently 
with an innovative and re¬ 
vealing slide presentation of 
her work. She treated her ad¬ 
mirers to some of her earliest 
drawings, sketches and doo- 
dlings, accompanied by her 
wry, witty commentary. 

Collections of Ms. 
Bechdel’s work and her year¬ 
ly calendars are constant best¬ 
sellers around the country. 
She and cartoonist Howard 
Cruise are the patron saints of 
many of the newer wave of 
lesbian and gay cartoonists. I 
was honored to have a chance 
to sit with her and discuss her 
work. 


Rupert Kinnard: What in¬ 
spired you to present your 
work as a slide show? 

Alison Bechdel: When I 
came out with my first book, 
I wanted to go around like 
other authors and do book 
signings. They do a reading 
and sign books for people, 
but it’s really dorky to read 
cartoons out loud. It just 
doesn’t work. I figured I need¬ 
ed something visual. I knew 
that Howard Cruise had done 
a slide show, so actually that’s 
how I first met him. I wrote 
him a letter and asked him 


how he did it. He gave me 
some advice and I put this 
slide show together. 

You mentioned Howard 
Cruise in your presentation. 
Have you been influenced 
by his work? 

Oh yeah. When I first got 
out of college and moved to 
New York, and was out in 
the world, I got hold of Gay 
Comics, and I thought, “What 
a great thing.” I mean, there 
was my role model. Here 
were these people who were 
already doing this. I have the 
greatest respect for Howard. I 
don’t know that I would nec¬ 
essarily be doing this if I 
hadn’t seen other people do¬ 
ing queer cartooris. So I feel 
as if he sort of broke the 
ground. 

When you first started 
drawing, you only drew 
men. I related to that be¬ 
cause when I first started 
drawing cartoons, I found 
that even though I’m 
African American there was 
this whole period where I 
was only drawing white 
people. 

Really? 

Yes. I was wondering if you 
had any thoughts on how 
society influences the work 
of younger artists. 

I think that’s all that influ¬ 
ences little kids. It’s better 
now, but when we were kids 
— God! White boys were the 
standard and everyone else 
had to make these huge leaps 
of identity to connect with 
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I think my 
characters are 
sexy, but sexy 
in a holistic 
kind of way. 


them. That’s what was going 
on for me — all the heroes in 
stories were boys; anyone 
who did anything was a boy. 

You also commented that 
you feel the media presents 
women as “fetishes,” and 
many of the depictions of 
supposedly sexy women are 
degrading. Have you gotten 
a sense from your fans 
around the country that 
they find your women char¬ 
acters sexy? If so, how are 
your depictions different 
from the media’s? 

Hmmmm. I don’t know. 
Every once in a while I get 
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letters from people who have 
crushes on Mo, but I don’t 
know how sexy people find 
them. I think my characters 
are sexy, but sexy in a holistic 
kind of way. Sexy not only 
because of the way they look, 
but because of who they are, 
what they believe in and 
what they do. 

Once I did this slide show 
and a woman asked me if I 
ever thought of doing stuff 
like a lesbian Tom of Fin¬ 
land. (Laughter) And I was 
thinking I can’t even imagine 
what a lesbian version of 
Tom of Finland would look 
like. That’s not the direction 
I’d go in. I do like to draw 
erotic stories and I like draw¬ 
ing the characters having sex 
and stuff. I’d like to do it ... I 
don’t know how else to say it 
... in a holistic kind of way. 

How would you compare 
your strip to ‘Cathy,’ which 
is probably the most popu¬ 
lar strip in the country writ¬ 
ten and drawn by a woman. 

Just the fact that I’m not 
doing mainstream stuff gives 
me so much more freedom. I 
can talk about so much more 
than “Cathy” could ever talk 
about — or more than she 
would even want to talk 
about. I can do much longer 
strips. Mainstream people get 
four panels and that’s it. 

I’m actually more interested 
in what you feel your philo¬ 
sophical differences might 
be. I think of your strip be¬ 
ing everything that “Cathy” 
is not. 

Oh, definitely! I hate 
“Cathy.” Cathy sucks. I think 
the reason she’s syndicated so 
widely is that she completely 
reinforces every horrible 
stereotype about women. It’s 
safe. You don’t see Nicole 
Hollander stuff in every daily 
paper across the country be¬ 
cause it’s got some substance 
to it. “Cathy” is a total sell¬ 
out. 

I assume there are many 
women across the country 
who experience “Cathy” as 
a feminist strip. 

Well, that’s the dangerous 
part of it. It’s kind of co-opt¬ 
ing feminism. She masquer¬ 
ades as a feminist, and every 
once in a while she will do 
some remotely political strip, 
like about how secretaries 
should be valued more. 
That’s about as political as 
she gets. It’s safe feminism. 

Do you feel it’s at all impor¬ 
tant for you to keep up with 
what’s going on in that com¬ 
ic strip? 

Well, I love to hate her, 
you know. 

That’s the way I feel about 
“Garfield.” 


Yeah, me too. 

During your slide show you 
expressed concern about 
how you portray women of 
color and how you haven’t 
dealt with issues of racism 
in your strip. How do you 
feel you could handle things 
differently? 

I think the big thing about 
being a white person, writing 
about the lives of women of 
color, is what is my motiva¬ 
tion? I was talking to a friend 
of mine, a black woman who 
is a writer. She does a writing 
workshop about representing 
people of different races in 
writing. And she asks people 
about their motivation. 

As white women, why did 
they put a black character in 
their work? Is it just kneejerk, 
political correctness, or did 
they really care about that 
woman’s life? Do they have 
black friends? Do they know 
what this woman’s life would 
be like? 

To tell you the truth, when 
I started my strip I think it 
was kind of a kneejerk, PC re¬ 
action. It was like, “Oh, of 
course Mo is going to have to 
have a black friend.” When I 
look back I feel really 
ashamed to look at how I real¬ 
ly treated Clarice and Toni as 
Mo’s ethnic sidekicks. But 
over the years, as I’ve gotten 
to know them, they’ve become 
much more than that to me. 

I’m always learning about 
things I need to do. Like why 
is it that this black woman, 
who runs a bookstore, only 
hires white women? I have to 
think, “Wow, that’s ridiculous. 
That wouldn’t happen.” I’d 
like to show people interacting 
more within the African-Amer¬ 
ican community. I’m totally 
working on my own racism, 
using the strip. It’s kind of em¬ 
barrassing sometimes, to see 
the mistakes that I make. 

I enjoyed hearing you admit 
that you are constantly dis¬ 
covering things about your 
characters. It’s great to hear 
you say that you don’t know 
everything about them. Your 
approach reflects the reality 
of human relationships. 

There seems to be a lot that 
surprises you about your 
characters. 

When I talk to people about 
my characters, they end up 
telling me the wildest things. 
They give me these incredible 
insights into them that I don’t 
have on my own. A lot of 
what happens in the strip is 
stuff that I get from other peo¬ 
ple. 

Do you ever think that their 
perceptions are wrong? 

Sometimes I feel that 
they’re off-base about certain 
things, but other times they’re

N ew Year’s Eve 
marks the opening 
of a month-long run 
of Sunday night 
performances at the Blue 
Muse, starring Jose Sarria and 
Tommi Rose in the musical 
revue Together Again for the 
Very First Time. Both sing 
and have comic stage per¬ 
sonas, and their show will in¬ 
clude selections that range 
from Broadway toe-tappers to 
La Scala arias. 

For our conversation, I 
caught Tommi and Jose at 
Jose’s house, where the latter 
was hauling out and sorting 
drag for the show, and recov¬ 
ering from a birthday whose 
unmentionable number re¬ 
calls a specific sexual activity. 

Jose calls himself a histor¬ 
ical (and hysterical) landmark. 
Some years back he dubbed 
himself “The Widow Norton,” 
became “Empress I,” and 


launched what evolved into 
the court system. 

Big Fanny 

Jose was a fixture at San 
Francisco’s infamous ’50s 
club, the Black Cat. He says 
he first got noticed there 
when he was “a little Mexican 
singing on the table tops.” As 
for his stage persona, he quips 
“I’ve got a strong mouth. 
There’s a lot of Fanny Brice 
in me.” 

Called the “Nightingale of 
Montgomery Street” by Herb 
Caen, Jose became famous for 
his comic versions of grand 
operas such as Carmen, 
Tosca and La Boheme. 
“There’s no pantomime in¬ 
volved, I actually sing them.” 
He promises that in the cur¬ 
rent show, “We’ll bring out 
all the old warhorses, even 
La Habanera.” 

His performing partner, 
singer and emcee Tommi 
Rose, tells me “Jose is famous 


for his death scenes. In Car¬ 
men, it goes on for seven 
minutes. 

“Seven minutes?” I ask. 

He dies, and dies, and dies, 
and dies,” intones Tommi. 
Jose explains that, “depending 
on the encores, I may die 
three or four times.” 


Tommi Rose, for his part, 
is happy to give up the emcee 
role he usually plays at clubs 
like Finocchio’s and La Cage 
aux Folles in Los Angeles 
and concentrate more on his 
singing in this show. “Jose 
and I challenge each other,” 
says Rose.

work with and we’ve come 
up with some great gimmicks 
that should be really fun for 
the audience.”

right on. I was sort of toying 
with the idea of making Spar¬ 
row bisexual, or making her 
have to deal with feeling at¬ 
tracted to a man or something. 
Some fan wrote to me and 
gave me all these very com¬ 
pelling reasons why I 
shouldn’t do that, and why 
maybe some other character 
should be the bisexual. I love 
that people know them. 

Don’t you think that what’s 
happening is one of the most 
basic functions of art, where 
you create your work, put it 
out there and others are free 
to interpret its meaning 
based on what they bring to 
it? 

Exactly. 

You mentioned there is a 
type of drawing style you ad¬ 
mire that’s reflected in the 
work of one of my favorite 
artists, Kris Kovick. I found 
your sketches had a style 
similar to Kris’ work. 

Yeah. It’s a different kind 
of drawing. It’s much freer. It 
comes from some place in me 
that I filter out when I draw 
the comic strip. The strip is 
much more deliberate. “Fil¬ 
tered” is the word that I think 
of. I wish that I could tap into

comes from. Her work is like 
id and mine is ego. 

I once had someone ask me 
if could I create comics as 
pure humor, with no politi¬ 
cal overtones. I responded 
by saying the daily newspa¬ 
pers are full of comics that 
basically consist of sight gags 
and clever one-liners. I am 
driven to do a bit more with¬ 
in space granted to me. Is 
there any one thing you feel 
responsible to do within 
each comic strip you create? 

I feel a certain responsibili¬ 
ty just to be funny because I 
think that keeps people 
hooked into it. But that’s so 
limiting. It’s hard to just be 
funny. For me it’s much easier 
to do more serious stuff, but 
then try to give it some funny 
little twist. I could write essays 
or do lectures, but I feel no 
one would listen unless they 
found something funny about 
it. 

I feel as if I never do seri¬ 
ous stuff, like I mentioned I 
never touch the issue of 
racism. No one ever gets 
raped or queer bashed in my 
strip. I don’t avoid all serious 
subjects, but I do avoid the 
real serious ones. I keep this 
middle ground, the same as a 
lot of the really good TV sit¬ 
coms. They’ll do a really seri¬ 
ous episode every once in a 
while that’s about a more 
deeply emotional issue or 
more controversial. Then 
they’ll go back to silliness. I 
think it’s important to do that. 
People don’t want to watch 
some big, searching documen¬ 
tary for half an hour. They 
want to be entertained. ▼

Buddy Cole, though if that 
image is to be portrayed, I’d 
much rather have Scott 
Thompson doing it than the 
two “homeys” who play 
Blaine and Antoine. 

Besides, Buddy Cole is 
only one of many characters 
that Thompson plays on the 
show — straight and gay. And 
unlike actors such as Jim Car¬ 
rey, who always seems to 
play the bumbling white man 
on In Living Color, Thomp¬ 
son is never pigeonholed as 
the Kids’ token gay. In fact, it 
is often the Kids’ straight ac¬ 
tors who play the gay charac¬ 
ters. 

Whatever criticism the gay 
community slings at Thomp¬ 
son or at The Kids in the 
Hall, it should be noted that 
the Kids’ humor derives less 
from a cartoon portrayal of 
gay men than it does from 
the inherent humor of the sit¬ 
uations they have written. 
Even their female imperson¬ 


ations, of which there are 
many, are infused with a cer¬ 
tain depth of character that is 
unique within the context of 
traditional female imperson¬ 
ations on television. The Kids 
take their female characters a 
step beyond the obvious gag 
of seeing a man dressed as a 
woman. 

Although the Kids’ humor 
doesn’t yet rival the brilliance 
of, say, Monty Python, the 
show’s daring material is rea¬ 
son enough to watch and sup¬ 
port this ensemble. At the 
center of all this comic “chutz¬ 
pah” is Scott Thompson. Not 
since Saturday Night Live’s 
Terry Sweeney — you may re¬ 
call his searing impersonation 
of Nancy Reagan — has there 
been an openly gay comic on 
television. But the impact that 
Thompson has had on the 
show’s overall content far out¬ 
weighs anything that TV has 
seen before. As the Kids 
stand poised for a break¬ 
through to America’s main¬ 
stream, I spoke via phone 
with Thompson, who was in 
between rehearsals at the 
Kids’ Toronto studios. 
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Crime Queen Cleared 

The Trunk Murderess: Winnie Ruth Judd 

by Jana Bommersbach; Simon & Schuster, $20

he Trunk Murderess 
is a fascinating true- 
crime story that is su¬ 
perbly written. Jana 
Bommersbach gives us the 
horrifying crime, and the 
more terrifying cover-up, with 
all the suspense of a finely 
crafted mystery novel. A lot 
of mystery writers would do 
well to read The Trunk Mur¬ 
deress and learn from it. 
This is one of the most inter¬ 
esting non-fiction books I 
have read this year. 

On October 16, 1931, two 
women, Hedvig Samuelson 
and Anne LeRoi, who lived 
together and were probably 
lesbians, were murdered in 
Phoenix, Arizona The mur¬ 


ders were discovered three 
days later when the police 
opened a pair of suspicious- 
looking trunks at Union Sta¬ 
tion in Los Angeles. The 
trunks attracted attention be¬ 
cause of a sickening odor that 
emanated from them and be¬ 
cause the liquid dripping 
from one corner appeared to 
be blood. When the first 
trunk was opened, the police 
found the dead body of Anne 
LeRoi. The second trunk con¬ 
tained body parts but, fright¬ 
eningly, not enough parts to 
make a whole body. 

Within days, the police had 
identified the woman who 
checked the trunks in 
Phoenix and tried to claim 


them in Los Angeles as Win¬ 
nie Ruth Judd. Judd was ar¬ 
rested after the greatest hu¬ 
man hunt in the history of the 
West, tried for the murder of 
LeRoi, convicted because of 
the evidence of dismember¬ 
ment of the other victim (a 
separate trial was planned for 
Samuelson’s murder), and 
sentenced to hang in the 
hopes that the threat of death 
would convince her to testify. 
When it became clear that 
she would not speak, she was 
declared insane a week be¬ 
fore her execution date and 
carted off to spend the rest of 
her life in an asylum. 

Over the next 50 years, 
Judd’s name was regularly in 
the news. Lots of people, in¬ 
cluding members of the trial 
jury and the sheriff who han¬ 
dled the original investiga¬ 
tion, were convinced that she 
was guilty, at most, of shoot-

Alan Frutkin: Before you 
joined The Kids in the 
Hall, what were you doing? 

Scott Thompson: I was a 
very bad actor who basically 
drifted through every bad 
production in Toronto until I 
found these boys. And when I 
found them, I realized a way 
to do comedy, because I had 
always wanted to do comedy 
... but I just didn’t know how 
I could be a comedian with¬ 
out talking honestly about my 
life, and that’s being a gay 
person. And the Kids were so 
brilliant — and so out there 
and ready to do anything — 
that I thought they would be 
able to accept me. It took a 
little bit of work, but ulti¬ 
mately it was worth it. 

What kind of conversations 
did you have with the other 
members about wanting to 
do gay comedy? 

A lot of them, you 
wouldn’t really call conversa¬ 
tions. You’d call them fights. 
Screaming fights. I was very 
defensive. You know, a lot of 
gay people have a chip, and I 
was very angry ... but they’re 
pretty special. 

We’re a group of five very 
disparate, very intense per¬ 
sonalities. We’ve gotten more 
and more comfortable with 
each other. I think we’re very 
physically comfortable now 
with each other. I mean, I can 
put my hands down Kevin’s 
[McDonald] pants, and we’re 
just two men standing there, 
one gay, one straight, and 
we’re comfortable with each 
other as actors, and I think 
that’s really special. 

When I go out and meet 
other comedians in the busi¬ 


ness — people who are really 
making it — I sense a nervous¬ 
ness about me, and I think a 
nervousness toward the 
whole troupe — and I’m 
shocked. The acceptance that 
I have here ... the dignity that 
we give each other is only 
here, and if I was anywhere 
else, I’d have to begin the 
fight all over again. 

Do you see any differences 
between the shows you’re 
taping for CBS now and the 
shows you’ve done in the 
past? 

The only differences that I 
see are the organic differ¬ 
ences that happen in any 
artistic endeavor as it moves 
along. I don’t see any differ¬ 
ences because we’re on net¬ 
work television. 

Has CBS mentioned any¬ 
thing about the gay sketch¬ 
es? 

I’ve personally spoken to 
them and told them that I 
wanted to know what their 
stand was on this. They 
promised me they were going 
to treat this like anything else 
in the show. They’ve been re¬ 
ally good to us so far. They’re 
letting us get away with quite 
a bit. Although personally, I 
don’t think homosexuality is

by its nature controversial. 
You can do things with homo¬ 
sexual themes that are contro¬ 
versial, but ... homo-sex can 
be extremely vanilla. 

With the political climate 
changing here, how is come¬ 
dy changing with it? 

I don’t think it’s going to 
get soft and toothless, but 
comics won’t be able to attack 
people for their skin color or 
their sexual orientation or 
their accent, unless they have 
something really important to 
say about it, unless they’re 
coming from a very interest¬ 
ing point of view. This kind 
of blanket attacking of people 
by making fun of certain qual¬ 
ities isn’t going to stand any¬ 
more. 

I think people are starting 
to realize that homosexuals 
aren’t freaks. People are start¬ 
ing to realize that all over the 
place, and the media makes 
more of a to-do of it than the 
general public really feels. I 
think people are coming to 
grips with homophobia, and 
that is one of the things that 
is going to define this decade. 

What advice would you give 
to young gay comics who 
are trying to break through 
to the mainstream? 

Tell the truth. Don’t couch 
your reality to make people 
feel better about themselves, 
to make people feel more 
comfortable. Because by soft¬ 
ening and diluting the reality 
of gay life, we’re only letting 
people into a lie. And person¬ 
ally I’m not into telling peo¬ 
ple lies. ▼

Rhythm and music also ap¬ 
pear as sexual metaphors, 
with Lorenzo Thomas in the 
“Sounds of Joy”:

ing in self-defense and that 
there had to be at least one 
other accomplice. Judd had 
been framed, it was argued, 
as part of a massive cover-up 
to protect various Phoenix lu¬ 
minaries, and she deserved a 
new trial. 

And then, of course, there 
was Judd’s tendency to escape 
from custody on a fairly regu¬ 
lar basis, seven times in fact 
over a period of 31 years. In¬ 
dicative of the change in the 
popular perception of Judd’s 
guilt, the news coverage of 
the escapes changed from 
screaming banner headlines 
and calls for bloodhounds to 
the almost offhand “Winnie’s 
Gone Again” after her 1962 
escape. 

Bommersbach paints an 
extraordinarily detailed and 
completely fascinating picture 


of ’30s Phoenix — the society, 
the politics, and especially 
what it took for a woman to 
survive during the Great De¬ 
pression. Her re-creation of 
the crime, the stunningly bi¬ 
ased reportage, and the most 
unfair trial imaginable are all 
first-rate. Using the skills of 
an investigative reporter, em¬ 
phasis on investigative, Bom¬ 
mersbach weaves details into 
a coherent, horrifying whole. 

But Bommersbach offers 
more than a review of the 
facts; she discovers startling 
new evidence regarding that 
fateful night in 1931 (I won’t 
reveal the ending). I know 
that this is a cliche, but I 
could not put the book down. 
The Trunk Murderess is 
powerful stuff, an indictment 
of political corruption and of 
the abuse of power — and a 
remarkable document of the 
times. ▼ 


Erotique Noire/Black Erotica 

edited by Miriam DeCosta-Willis, Reginald Martin and Roseann P. Bell; Doubleday/Anchor, $27.50 
(hard), $14 (paper)

A frican-American aca¬ 
demicians Miriam 
DeCosta-Willis, Regi¬ 
nald Martin and the 
late Roseann P. Bell con¬ 
ceived Erotique Noire some¬ 
where on Tennessee’s Route 
40, between catfish farms and 
country ham truck stops go¬ 
ing south toward Chat¬ 
tanooga. On the radio were a 
“bunch of Wild Women Blues 
Singers” getting down and 
dirty with their erotic lyrics. 
Snapping their fingers as they 
drove down the highway, the 
three educators shared stories 
of their individual erotic 
pasts. 

Soon after this, they decid¬ 
ed that a collection of black 
erotica was long overdue and 
started work on this serious, 
intellectually grounded an¬ 
thology. Their goal was not 
only to celebrate black sexual¬ 
ity, but to legitimize a previ¬ 
ously unrecognized art form. 

Erotique Noire reveals the 
spicy, sometimes raunchy and 
often touching erotic expres¬ 
sion of black literature. It 
challenges the taboos sur¬ 
rounding the literary presen¬ 
tation of black sexuality. The 
anthology reflects the erotic 
sensibilities of African and 
African-, Latin-, and 
Caribbean-American men and 
women, gay and straight. 

The book embraces a host 
of literary genres, including 
short stories, excerpts from 
novels, poetry, essays and 
scholarly articles. Shange sets 
the tone and the terms for the 
collection in “Fore/Play,” 
when she asserts, “To be a 
‘good’ people, to be ‘re¬ 
spectable’ and ‘worthy citi¬ 
zens,’ we’ve had to combat 
absurd phantasmagoric 
stereotypes about our sexual¬ 
ity, our lusts and loves, to the 
extent that we disavow our 
own sensuality to each other. 

... Here in these stories and 
poems we are not myths or 
stereotypes, art forms or sex 
objects.” 


Gays, Lesbians, 

Bisexuals Included 

The editors organize Ero¬ 
tique Noire into 10 chapters. 
Each section begins with 


commentary on literary form, 
sensibility and political/social 
context. Works by prominent 
writers of the African Diaspo¬ 
ra appear with those of lesser- 
known talents. 

The anthology features the 
work of many lesbian/gay/bi¬ 
sexual or gay-positive writers, 
among them Audre Lorde, 
SDiane Bogus, Jewelle 
Gomez, Essex Hemphill, R. 
Bruce Nugent, Gloria Naylor, 
Ann Allen Shockley, Alice 
Walker and Ntozake Shange. 

Scholarly articles inspire 
serious critical discussion and 
offer an academic/theoretical 
counterpoint to the steamy 
imagery of the haiku, folk 
tales and letters included. 
Sandra Y. Govan’s essay 
“Forbidden Fruits and Un¬ 
holy Lusts: Illicit Sex in Black 
American Literature” exam¬ 
ines the literary treatment by 
African-American writers of 
sexual practices long consid¬ 
ered taboo. Charles Block- 
son’s “African-American Erot¬ 
ica and Other Curiosities: The 
Blacker the Berry, the Sweet¬ 
er the Juice...” traces the liter¬ 
ary history of black erotica in 
books written by both blacks 
and whites. 

But Is It Hot? 

Erotique Noire may have 
an academic foundation, but 
the bottom line with erotica 
is, “Is it hot?” The answer 
here is a resounding yes. 
Whether it’s SDiane Bogus 
talking about the joy of mas¬ 
turbation in “Making 
Whoopee”; M. Nourbese 
Philip telling us about the 
gratification' inherent in a 
“ramrod, big big bamboo, 
pole, driving shaft” in “Com¬ 
mitment to Hardness”; Jew¬ 
elle Gomez describing a wom¬ 
an pushing inside another and 
feeling “the dams burst” in 
“Piece of Time”; or Essex 
Hemphill remembering a 
trick in the park (“You stood 
beneath a tree/ guarding 
moonlight ... jerking your 
dick slowly”) in Movement III 
of “The Tomb of Sorrow,” 
there is something here to 
arouse lustful thought in ev¬ 
erybody. 

The works in the antholo¬ 
gy make the connection so of¬ 
ten lost between the sacred 


and the secular, the spiritual 
and the erotic. The sexual dy¬ 
namic inherent in the reli¬ 
gious experiences of speaking 
in tongues, shouting, dancing 
and getting happy has long 
been evident in the black 
church. This celebration of 
the undeniable relationship 
between the physical, intellec¬ 
tual and spiritual aspects that 
combine to make up a whole 
and healthy person has strong 
roots in African culture. 

Many of the writers use 
sexual experience as a 
metaphor for the inexpress¬ 
ible transcendence of our 
deepest spiritual feelings. Au¬ 
dre Lorde in “The Uses of the 
Erotic: the Erotic as Power” 
sheds light on the ability of 
the erotic to empower us in 
ways that inform and illumi¬ 
nate our actions and unleash 
creative energies that intensi¬ 
fy and sensitize our experi¬ 
ences. 

Poets like Kalamu Yu 
Salaam in “Haiku No. 79” 
show us the metaphysical 
power of the erotic: 

i enter your church 
ybu receive my offerings 
our screaming choirs merge 

So, too, does Gloria T. 
Hull in “Saint Chant”: 

Flow with me — 
or hold us crowning under- 
chanting like the saint you 
are 
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Books 




Violating Faith 

Spong examines the ori¬ 
gins of these embellishments, 
arguing that the Gospels, “far 
more than we have thought 
before, are examples of Chris¬ 
tian midrash.” Midrash, for 
those unfamiliar with Jewish 
tradition, is the method by 
which rabbis search through 
sacred scripture, looking for 
hidden meanings and clues to 
truth. “There was nothing ob¬ 
jective about the Gospel tradi¬ 
tion,” Spong argues. “These 
were not biographies. They 
were books designed to in¬ 
spire faith. To force these nar¬ 
ratives into the straitjacket of 
literal historicity is to violate 
their intention, their method, 
and their truth.” 


Spong demonstrates how a 
literalized Bible produced a 
literalized theology and a pa¬ 
ternalistic, masculine, patriar¬ 
chal world view in which 
women, defined in terms of 
the Virgin alone, were subju¬ 
gated and diminished. Mary 
was proclaimed by an all¬ 
male hierarchy to be the per¬ 
fect, ideal woman; yet, Spong 
points out, “A virgin mother 


rative at all. The story ap¬ 
pears in Matthew and Luke 
only, and even in that case 
the two accounts frequently 
disagree. The more you read 
Matthew and Luke (which 
have their basis in Mark’s 
Gospel), the more apparent it 
becomes that the birth leg¬ 
ends were mere embellish¬ 
ments on the main story. 


is a contradiction in terms. If 
that was to be the feminine 
ideal, accepted and saluted by 
church and the world alike, 
then in one stroke every other 
woman was and is rendered 
inadequate, incomplete, in¬ 
competent.” 

Bishop Spong’s main em¬ 
phasis is on how the infancy 
narratives and the myth of 
the Virgin Mary have been 
used by the Church to elicit a 
negative, destructive view of 
women. “How different it 
might have been,” he specu¬ 
lates, “if Matthew and Luke 
had followed the lead of Paul 
and Mark and told the Christ 
story without reference to a 
virgin.” 

Virgin Destruction 

The author concludes that 
Christianity must do away 
with the virgin image if it is 
to survive into the next centu¬ 
ry. Inevitably, Spong predicts, 
a feminine side of God will 
arise to take Mary’s place. 
“When that occurs, the church 
of Jesus Christ will be more 
whole, more inclusive, and 
more reflective of the reality 
for which the word God is a 
symbol.” 

Spong’s analysis is amply 
researched and reasonable, 
making this an important 
book for thoughtful gay and 
lesbian Christians who wish 
to explore their faith, particu¬ 
larly during the Christmas 
celebration. Feminists of the 
more radical variety are apt 
to find it frustrating, however, 
should they compare it with 
the sweeping intensity of 
books like Mary Daly’s Be¬ 
yond God the Father. At 
most, this is feminist-friendly 
Christianity. Spong is not in 
the business of constructing 
whole new Christian 
paradigms, although his hope 
for “a feminine side of God” 
is certainly a step in that di¬ 
rection. But remember, he 
said “feminine side of God” — 
not “Goddess.” In any case, be 
sure to mention Spong’s con¬ 
clusions to Father Mulroney 
over the cherry punch after 
midnight mass. If he argues 
back, quote the third chapter 
of II Corinthians: “The letter 
killeth, but the spirit giveth 
life.” V

rather than sacrifice their in¬ 
tellect, and for those who stay 
in the church out of habit or 
hope, but at the price of turn¬ 
ing off their minds.” The au¬ 
thor’s earlier works (two of 
which are of particular inter¬ 
est to gays and lesbians: Res¬ 
cuing the Bible from Funda¬ 
mentalism and Living in 
Sin ? A Bishop Rethinks Hu¬ 
man Sexuality) were written 
in a similar vein. 

The key objects of Spong’s 
present analysis are Mary and 
the birth narratives of 
Matthew and Luke which, 
“far more than is generally re¬ 
alized, assisted in the develop¬ 
ment of the ecclesiastical 
stereotype of the ideal wom¬ 
an against which all women 
came to be judged.” Spong ar¬ 
gues that, “the Virgin figure 
has been used to repress 
women by defining them in 
the name of a God called Fa¬ 
ther, to be less human than 
males, to be the source of a 
sexual desire thought to be 
evil.” 

As many Christians have 
noted (especially in the recent 
century), there exists a fair 
amount of Scriptural ambigu¬ 
ity where the Virgin Birth is 
concerned. The Apostle Paul 
never mentions this “miracle”; 
nor does Mark, the earliest of 
the four Gospels. Aside from 
the singular, rather nebulous 
phrase, “and the Word be¬ 
came Flesh,” John, the fourth 
Gospel, contains no birth nar¬

W elcome home for 
Christmas. Time 
for carols, chest¬ 
nuts roasting on 
an open fire, and of course, 
church. Mom, Pop, and Sis 
know you live in San Francis¬ 
co; they may even know 
you’re gay. But now you’re 
back in the Heartland, and 
on Christmas Eve the whole 
gang piles in the car to go 
hear Father Mulroney’s mid¬ 
night mass for baby Jesus and 
the Virgin Mother.

last word on Truth. One of 
the more liberal, scholarly 
voices belongs to Episcopal 
Bishop John Shelby Spong, 
perhaps America’s most con¬ 
troversial bishop. In his new 
book, Born of a Woman: A 
Bishop Rethinks the Birth of 
Jesus, Spong focuses on the 
role of church and Scripture 
in the oppression of women. 
He wrote this book, he says, 
for “those who left the church

D avid Steinberg’s 
provocative anthol¬ 
ogy is an offering of 
eros-af f ir ming 
works at a crucial historical 
moment, when private sexual 
activity has become, frighten¬ 
ingly, a public political foot¬ 
ball. 

The Erotic Impulse in¬ 
cludes a wide array of writ¬ 
ings: poetry, personal stories, 
fiction, academic analysis. Al¬ 
though the writers are at dif¬ 
ferent places along the erotic 
continuum, there is a general 
position against legislation of 
morality and an understand¬ 
ing of the danger of censor¬ 
ship. 

There is also a common 
comprehension of the termi¬ 
nology employed. 

Porn is that which arouses 
sexual desire and is the ex¬ 
plicit description or image of 
sexual activity (that, if be¬ 
tween two or more people, is 
consensual). 

Violence and rape are dif¬ 
ferent issues altogether, and 
although they may be a part 
of sexual fantasy, the distinc¬ 
tion between the real and 
imagined are clear (Camille 
Paglia’s recent waffling is not 
included here). 

Steinberg groups the con¬ 
tributions thematically: erotic 
initiation and passage; the dif¬ 
ferences between men and 
women; erotic frontiers. The 
writings explore notions of 
surrender and control; perver¬ 
sion and taboo; transgression 
of cultural codes, genres of 
pornographic art, sex and 
spirituality; the nature of the 
sexual marketplace; and the 
historical heresy of erotic de¬ 
sire in Western culture in the 
context of the consciousness 
and liberation movements of 
the last several decades. 

James Joyce, Gore Vidal, 
Henry Miller and even 
Robert Bly are included, as 
are Anais Nin, Carol Vance, 
and Anne Sexton. 

Obstacles, Prohibitions 

Jack Morin writes of the 
erotic excitement derived 


from attraction coupled (so to 
speak) with obstacles/barriers 
or prohibitions — the notion of 
forbidden fruit increasing 
erotic tension. Greta Christina 
tries to decide. what really 
counts as “having sex” in the 
feat of keeping count of 
lovers, a system that requires 
reevaluating when she began 
to have sex with women and 
having other encounters of an 
erotic kind.

Michael Ventura recounts 
the sexual ceremonies of a 
street kid, the erotic initia¬ 
tions of adolescence that com¬ 
bined images of Jesus, Dracu¬ 
la, Elvis and Marilyn.

The Wide World of Porn 


Richard Goldstein’s terrific 
essay, “Pornography and Its 
Discontents,” travels the wide 
world of porn in its multiple

manifestations. The irony of 
Andrea Dworkin’s inclusion 
of detailed descriptions of 
porn films in her writings, 
Goldstein calls a “posture of 
rage.” This echoes Susie 
Bright’s observation (also in¬ 
cluded in this collection) that 
“if it hadn’t been for Kate 
Millett tearing apart Henry 
Miller’s sexist prose in Sex¬ 
ual Politics, a lot of us might 
never have been initiated into 
one-handed reading.” 

Goldstein looks at gay 
male porn films and their ro¬ 
manticism of coercion, at 
pornography that “posits a 
world in which sexual im¬ 
pulse is at the heart of all ac¬ 
tion, in which the actions that 
spring from desire are in¬ 
evitable, in which there is no 
escape from role except 
through another role; a world 
without consequences.” 

Ultimately, he regards the 
degree of “conversion as the 
mark of successful erotica.” 
But even if porn was to be 
banned “we would still be left 
with the content of our fan¬ 
tasies, and our fantasies 
would still be laced with 
those images of “submission 
and display” by which anti¬ 
porn activists define pornog¬ 
raphy.” Porn “is misogynist 
because the culture is misog¬ 
ynist, not the other way 
around. Sexual fantasies re¬ 
flect — or, more precisely, re¬ 
fract — society.” 

Goldstein criticizes what 
he calls the “New Pomology,” 
in which “male sexual behav¬ 
ior is reduced to a sequence 
of responses to stimuli. There 
is no room for individual re¬ 
sponsibility, not to mention 
environmental conditioning.” 


Gay Artists Win Awards 


David Cannon Dashiell, a 
gay PWA, has been named as 
the recipient of the 1993 Ada- 
line Kent Award by the 
Artists Committee of the San 
Francisco Art Institute. The 
award is bestowed annually 
on a “talented, promising, and 
deserving California artist.” 
Dashiell was selected for his 
powerful work in painting, in¬ 
stallation, performance, and 
sculpture. The winner re¬ 
ceives a $2,500 honorarium 
and a solo exhibition in the 
SFAI’s Walter/McBean 
Gallery. Dashiell’s work will 
be on view there June 3-July 
3. 

Dashiell recently co-curat- 
ed the highly acclaimed 
“Without” exhibition at the 
Lab, which featured the work 
of several artists — Nay land 
Blake, Karen Finley and 
David Wojnarowicz among 
them — dealing with the losses 
suffered because of the AIDS 
pandemic. Perhaps the artist’s 
most well-known work, The 
Pantocrator’s Circus, which

“incorporated cosmologies of 
the past and references to 
Bosch to explore the way so¬ 
ciety equates health with 
morality,” was praised by 
Artweek as “one of the most 
intelligent, provocative, ambi¬ 
tious works of art to appear 
in the Bay Area in a long 


time.” Dashiell has already 
won several awards, includ¬ 
ing an NEA Regional Fellow¬ 
ship. 

In other awards news, lo¬ 
cal gay poet Aaron Shurin, as¬ 
sociate director of the Poetry 
Center at San Francisco 
State, was named as one of 
the eight winners of the 1992 
Gerbode Poetry Awards. The 
honor carries with it a grant 
of $12,500 “to support the de¬ 
velopment of new writing in 
the coming year.” The awards 
were designed to help North¬ 
ern California “early to mid 
career poets of considerable 
merit whose work has yet to 
receive national recognition.” 

The author of eight books 
and chapbooks, Shurin’s most 
recent publications are A’s 
Dream (O Books) and Narra- 
tivity (Sun and Moon Press). 
His work has appeared in 
Zyzzyva, Grand Street, Sul¬ 
fur, New American Writing, 
and numerous other journals.

But “even if a network of 
censors (masquerading as 
commissioners of civil rights) 
succeeded in scrubbing 
iconography off all offensive 
sexuality, the attitudes that 
make such imagery effective 
would remain,” argues Gold¬ 
stein. “Trying to destroy dan¬ 
gerous art is like shooting at a 
rainbow; you can never hit 
the source. No sooner do you 
succeed at banning one offen¬ 
sive work than others, more 
covert, arise.” 

Religion and Eros 

Robert T. Francoeur’s 
“The Religious Suppression 
of Eros” reviews the critical 
differences in the Jewish and 
Christian attitudes toward 
sex, regards them as “a micro¬ 
cosm of the evolution of 
Western culture from a sex-af¬ 
firming Hebraic perspective 
to a sex-negative Christian 
one, ill-at-ease with eroticism, 
sensuality, passion and plea¬ 
sure.” 

He indicts patriarchy (“fun¬ 
damentalism is patriarchy 
gone berserk”) and its reli¬ 
gions, which “emphasize a 
high God who actively pun¬ 
ishes deviations in human be¬ 
havior” and “endorse anti-sex¬ 
ual and anti-pleasure value 
systems.” This includes “neg¬ 
ative attitudes about the phys¬ 
ical nurturance of infants and 
children.” 

It comes as no surprise, 
then, that at the core of many 
“traditional” and supposedly 
“Christian” families is the 
problem of child abuse. Fran- 
coeur cites studies that “indi¬ 
cate that parents who abuse 
their children were often de¬ 
prived of physical affection 
themselves during childhood, 
and as adults experience ex¬ 
tremely unsatisfying sexual 
relationships.” 

Marty Klein, on “Eroto- 
phobia: The Crudest Abuse 
of All,” notes that children are 
shielded from seeing adults 
making love, yet they can see 
“one hundred murders every 
month on TV. ... Society 
maintains sexual illiteracy in 
both youth and adults 


through designated gatekeep¬ 
ers of sexual information.” 

Sallie Tisdale points out 
that “a lot of violent material 
has sexual overtones; the mis¬ 
take is assuming that any¬ 
thing with sex in it is primar¬ 
ily about sex. The tendency 
to assume so says something 
about the person making the 
assumption. One important 
point about this distinction is 
that one kind of material is so 
more readily available than 
the other ... slasher films and 
tabloids are part of the com¬ 
mon culture. ... Scenes of 
nothing but mutual pleasure 
are the illicit ones.” 

Carol A. Queen muses on 
the lies told by a culture that 
refuses “the responsibility of 
givingitscitizens, particularly 
its children, even the most ba¬ 
sic sex information, that is 
quick to label deviance and 
quick to look for someone to 
blame for it.” 

Marco Vassi remarks on 
the “strong argument to be 
made for the notion that ho¬ 
mosexuality should be the 
general sexual form of the fu¬ 
ture, with heterosexual 
unions forming a minority, 
but even if that were so, his¬ 
torical intransigence is unlike¬ 
ly to allow it.” 

Can the transgressive be¬ 
come the transcendent? Be¬ 
fore we embark on an erotic 
future, knowledge of the past 
and the present of the “erotic 
impulse” is essential, and this 
anthology offers a veritable 
buffet of philosophical, histor¬ 
ical and political ideas for 
thought. Steinberg asserts 
that “the erotic world is one 
we have been taught to disre¬ 
spect and fear so thoroughly 
that most of all have lost all 
but the most fragmentary 
ability to honor, trust, or 
vividly experience its many 
manifestations,” so that 
“something that should be a 
natural, intuitive process of 
personal growth, becomes in 
our erotophobic culture, a dif¬ 
ficult and confusing project of 
emotional and spiritual arche¬ 
ology.”

W ords can be so 
much nastier than 
pictures. As a 
youth I got my 
cheesy thrills from naughty 
books like Homo Farm and 
Gay Blade. Published pre- 
Stonewall, and nowadays 
piled up on the back shelf of 
bookstores, these titles were 
actually rather graphic and 
racy. Now Badboy, a division

putting out an updated yet 
similar stream of new and re¬ 
vised erotic fiction paper¬ 
backs, the latest in one-hand¬ 
ed reading. 

The best of the latest crop 
are by John Preston, the pre¬ 
eminent erotic editor and 
writer, who’s been writing 
horny fiction (and particularly 
strong S/M works) for years. 

In Mr. Benson, Preston 
delves into a lengthy relation¬ 
ship between Jamie, our nar¬ 
rator, and the man who soon 
becomes his devoted master, 
Mr. Benson. Jamie is an ad¬ 
mitted ne’er-do-well clone 
with a boring job and no fu¬ 
ture beyond his terrific body. 
He is tempted by the serious 
thrills offered by becoming a 
slave to the tall, dark, and 
brooding Benson, despite 
warnings from his friend Roc- 
co. 

Eventually he succumbs, 
enduring a miasma of light-to* 
heavy torture during his train¬ 
ing session at Mr. Benson’s 
fabulous Manhattan pent¬ 
house. Clad only in a jock¬ 
strap and occasional collar, 
Jamie cooks and cleans for 
Benson, licks his feet, and los¬ 
es his useless life, exchanging 
it for one of utter devotion 
and servitude. He learns to 
enjoy, or at least submit to, 
various kinks — excruciating 
tit clamps, complete body 
shaving, whippings, butt lash¬ 
ings — which make for alto¬ 
gether pleasantly sexy stuff to 



read and instructive inspira¬ 
tion for S/M novices and 
devotees. 

Jamie also learn§ to serve 
Benson’s buddies, a stern 
group of six Top Men, Ben¬ 
son’s private masters’ club. 
Things get messy when the 
boy becomes a human toilet 
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(liquid only), and endures an 
especially difficult time with 
a sadistic Aryan master — a 
Dolph Lundgren sort with a 
perpetual bad-hair day. 

There are highlights to 
Preston’s writing. His style is 
not graphic; he avoids the 
usual porno vocabulary and 
the attendant cliche terms. 
He’s more concerned with 
maintaining erotic tension, 
not unlike the eager Jamie, 
whose stiff cock, unattended 
in his tight jock, must wait 
and wait for the satisfaction 
he finally gets. Benson gives 
him a gift of a three-way with 
a Marlboro man-type model, 
who turns out to be a happy 
bottom. His numerous “on 
the side” sex capers (baby talk 
with a Mafia mobster, brutal 
sadistic rack torture with a 
stranger) further show Jamie’s 
growing need and love for 
Benson. 

Midway through the novel, 
however, the seeds of an “in¬ 
triguing” plot about missing 
gay men weaves its way in, 
and the story is gradually re¬ 
duced to contrived chase 
scenes, kidnapped nude 
hunks in cages, and growling 
evil hunks with massive go¬ 
nads. It’s the stuff of Meat¬ 
men Comics. Certainly Pre¬ 
ston could shape a more cap¬ 
tivating novel that focused on 
the intensity of the relation¬ 
ship between a master and 
slave. That alone is drama 
enough. 


Hot Shorts 

Preston’s Tales of the 
Dark Lord includes a dozen 
short stories, most previously 
published in Advocate Men, 
Honcho, Drummer, and oth¬ 
er sex mags. Here Preston ex¬ 
plores other options for ma¬ 
cho sex in quick, deftly com¬ 
posed bursts. Although a few 
too many tales start off in 
bars and continue in a 
leather-and-alcohol stupor, 
others focus keenly on the as¬ 
pects of power inherent in a 
pickup or sexual situation. 
The best of the lot, “Absolu¬ 
tion,” pits the narrator against 
an uptight young Marine he 
brings home, who confesses 
to being a former gay basher 
and repressed homo. The nar¬ 
rator’s revenge is slow and 
deliciously sweet. 

“Star Pump” plays with 
the small town gas station 
hunk and paid sex scenes. In 
“Private Kirowsky” the narra¬ 
tor sculpts a young military 
pup into the man of his 
dreams. 

Other stories play on the 
top/bottom reversal tension, 
and many are filled with vio¬ 
lence, cruelty, piss, and lots of 
sex. In most of the stories, 
condoms are used by the 
characters, and each whip¬ 
ping or manacling is coun¬ 
tered with a stroke of tender¬ 
ness. What separates Pre¬ 
ston’s boner fiction from oth¬ 
ers is the emotional state of 
his characters. Cocks, asses, 
and mouths get fucked, but so 
do a few minds. 


Slaves and Masters 

Limited by its setting and 
excessive in its grisly violence 
and exaggeration, Aaron 
Travis’ Slaves of the Empire, 
set in decadent ancient Rome, 
follows the harrowing ex¬ 
ploits of the gladiator/slave 
Marcus. 

Walking directly from the • 
arena where he impaled an 
opponent, Marcus’ nemesis 



strips his armor and tunic, 
and proceeds to masturbate 
for all the other gladiators to 
see. He then impales nearly 
every orifice of a young slave, 
while our hero watches, si¬ 
multaneously repulsed and 
excited. He may be a muscle- 
bound professional killer, but 
he’s got a heart. 

Slaves has several inti¬ 
mate orgy scenes of an inten¬ 
sity Caligula would envy. 
Young twins, captured Ger¬ 
man princes, are given to 
Marcus for a night by the 
power-hungry (and gargantu- 
ously hung) Senator Marcel- 
lus, who, with his former op¬ 
ponent Urius, plot Marcus’ 
submission. Many torture 
scenes and gob-stopping 
mouth rapes later, Marcus, 
battered by extensive torture, 
succumbs to the “magnificent 
staff’ of both Urius and Mar- 
cellus. The dramatic blood- 
spewing ending will satisfy 
even the most twisted of 
kinky souls. 


Plain Speaking 

Sins of the Cities of the 
Plain, written by Anony¬ 
mous, follows the rent-boy ad¬ 
ventures of a young British 
scalawag as he succumbs to 
the pleasures of rich English¬ 
men. He goes to formally or¬ 
ganized parties, dines on fine 
wine and good food, occasion¬ 
ally gets gussied up in drag, 
and generally has a good old 
time of it while copping quite 
a few pound notes. 

Written in a jaunty British 
style (“I soon got into posses¬ 
sion of all he had and began 
to fire his blood still more by 
a good rapid fuck”) with odd 
terms for sex (ejaculation is 
called “spending”; penises 
“naughty bits”; asses “bums”), 
this book doesn’t completely 
work as jack-off material. Its 
prose is too mannered for 
more than mere titillation, 
but it is no less amusing for 
providing a variation on the 
oldest profession. ▼

The San Francisco Track 
& Field Club begins the 1993 
training season Tuesday 
night, January 5, at Kezar Sta¬ 
dium. The club will meet ev¬ 
ery Tuesday and Thursday 
night at 6 p.m. and on Sun¬ 
day mornings at 10 a.m. at 
the Kezar track near Golden 
Gate Park. Meets are sched¬ 
uled to start in late March. 

“Our practice sessions are 
open to everyone, regardless 
of age or ability,” emphasized 
team sprinter and co-coach 
Frank Demby. “We have a lot 
of different types of runners 
on the team, including some 
who haven’t run for years and 
some who have never com¬ 
peted. The club apparently 
has an image as a super-elite 
running group, but there are 
truly no qualifying standards 
to be a part of our club. We 
offer the same support and 
training skills to anyone who 


wants to take part. Your goal 
should be to do your own per¬ 
sonal best, not compete with 
other people on the team.” 

Demby also noted that 
“this is going to be a prepara¬ 
tion year for the 1994 Gay 
Games, so hopefully people 
who intend to pp*ticipate in 
New York will begin coming 
out now. The Games are only 
a year and half away, and 
anyone waiting until 1994 to 
get ready is not going to have 
the time to train properly. We 
hope to get our relay teams 
set up, uniforms ordered, and 
those kinds of things during 
the 1993 season.” The club 
has already set up a travel- 
and-housing package for New 
York and is offering it to any 
other team or individual to 
take advantage of, with pro¬ 
ceeds helping the SFT&FC 
to participate at Gay Games 
IV. 

The 1993 competitive sea¬ 
son will begin a month early 


for the SFT&FC as they trav¬ 
el to Sacramento State Uni¬ 
versity for the River City 
Spring Track Festival on 
March 27. Other tentative 
dates for the club include the 
Ken Carnine Relays April 24, 
River City Springs Relays 
May 8, PA/TAC Champi¬ 
onships June 6, Seattle Gay 
Sports Festival July 2, and 
Club West Meet in Santa Bar¬ 
bara October 2. The club has 
chosen to bypass the Rocky 
Mountain Masters Champi¬ 
onships in September to 
protest Colorado’s passage of 
the anti-gay Amendment 2.

something that was going to 
happen even if I’d never 
placed that ad.” 

The issues of self-accep¬ 
tance and the creation of a 
positive self image are impor¬ 
tant for Girth and Mirth 
member Michael Prestridge. 
He considers himself a “chub- 
bette,” weighing in the 200- 
250 lb. range. “I would never 
be accepted by the normal 
gay population,” Prestridge 
says. “And I’m also not ac¬ 
cepted by many chasers be¬ 
cause I’m not fat enough. 
There are a lot of men who 
are only attracted to men 400 
lbs. or more.” But through his 
involvement in Girth and 
Mirth, Prestridge says he has 
been able to build his self es¬ 
teem.” 

The 28-year-old Josef Si- 
fuentes, one of the youngest 
members of Girth and Mirth, 
says the group brought him 
out of his shell. Sifuentes tells 
sad tales of going to trendy 
clubs and always leaving 
dateless. Then he saw an ad 
for the Girth and Mirth Club. 
“After the first meeting I left 
with six phone numbers!” 
says an ebullient Sifuentes. 
“Imagine going somewhere 
where everybody likes you. It 
makes you feel good. You 



start to look at yourself and 
say hey, I’m big, but I’m still 
okay. I still look good.” Si¬ 
fuentes, who used to be so 
shy he could hardly stand to 
be photographed, is now en¬ 
tering chubby beauty contests 
such as the Mr. Chubby Con¬ 
test held recently at the Lone 
Star. “It’s so different now,” 
he says. “Nothing will hold 
me back.” 

The Chase 

And what of the chasers, 
these mysterious men lusting 
after the amply built creature 
known as the chubby? Tony 
Di Genova, one of the charter 
members of Girth and Mirth, 
says there is a whole spec¬ 
trum of chaser tastes. “There 
are fat admirers who don’t go 
for the large ones, but go for 
the smaller ones, the chub- 
bettes,” Di Genova explains. 
“The range is from slightly 
overweight to very over¬ 
weight, and then there are 
those who go for both skinny 
and fat.” 

Di Genova remembers the 
bathhouse days: “You’re there 
and you cruise a chubby. He’s 
not interested in a thin guy at 
all. He goes for another chub¬ 
by, so you end up losing two 
chubbies that night.” 

Founder Brown says chub¬ 
bies have a hard time coming 
to terms with being gay and 
being fat, but chasers also 
have to deal with the stigma 
of being attracted to fat men. 
“Being gay and being attract¬ 
ed to big men are two very 
difficult things to deal with 
growing up,” Brown says. 
“Now, with the club, it’s a 
great thing to be with ocher 
people who have the same 
taste. No one likes to feel 
they’re alone in the universe.” 

Sifuentes, who falls some¬ 
where between the chubbette 
and the chubby range, can see 
life from the chaser stand¬ 
point, and says chasers have, 
perhaps, a more difficult time 
than chubbies because they 
have to come out twice. “Not 
only are you gay, but you also 
like fat men, which is hardly

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the norm,” Sifuentes says. “It 
can be quite embarrassing or 
awkward to say you like fat 
men. People think you’re 
weird, but it’s like anything 
else, you come to terms with 
it in your own mind. Once 
you accept it, everything’s 
fine. Like accepting you’re 
gay.” 

Prestridge, who moved to 
San Francisco from Los An¬ 
geles, says in his experience, 
chasers avoided being ha¬ 
rassed by their friends by get¬ 
ting a skinny boyfriend and 
cheating with a chubby guy. 
“Here they have this thin, gor¬ 


geous little prima donna 
lover, and they’re cheating on 
the thin lover with a fat guy.” 

Trouble in Paradise 

Despite its name, all has 
not been smooth for Girth 
and Mirth of San Francisco. 
In 1989, dissatisfied with the 
way they believed the club 
was being run and mirthless 
about the whole situation, 
several Girth and Mirth board 
members resigned and creat¬ 
ed the Golden Gate Connec¬ 
tion, an alternative group for 
chubbies and chasers. The 
split was not amicable, and 
the two groups, even though 
they protest this weakly, bear 
more than a little animosity 


for each other. 

Mert C. (who will not re¬ 
veal his last name because he 
works for the federal govern¬ 
ment), one of the co-founders 
of the Golden Gate Connec¬ 
tion, was president of Girth 
and Mirth for two years. He 
resigned, he says, because he 
wanted to be in a club that 
would be a service club, a 
club in which serious topics 
could be discussed. How does 
he feel about Girth and 
Mirth? “As far as we’re con¬ 
cerned, we don’t do anything 
with them because (Di Geno¬ 
va) keeps animosity going. 
We just ignore it. We have a 
club, we have a lot of fun, we 
just don’t bother them. If he 
wants to have animosity 
that’s his business. I speak to 
Di Genova when I see him, 
but then he stabs me in the 
back when I turn around, so I 
just stay away from him.” 

Di Genova and the other 
members of Girth and Mirth 
remain tight-lipped about 
their feelings for the Golden 
Gate Connection. 

Di Genova says the Golden 
Gate Connection caters to an 
older crowd. “They won’t 
even play rock music at their 
events. They do more seden¬ 
tary things than we do.” His 
only other comment about 
the group: “Their club has 
some fine members. We per¬ 
sonally have no problem. 
Some of them have a prob¬ 
lem with us.” 

The current president of 
the Golden Gate Connection 
and a former Mormon bishop, 
Arlen J. (also a federal em¬ 
ployee who will not divulge 
his last name) reports that at 
a recent Golden Gate board 
meeting, Tony Di Genova be¬ 
came the ultimate ‘no-no.’ 
“We decided we’re going to 


fine anybody $5 if they men¬ 
tion his name. Funny, isn’t 
it?” 

Ill will and personal 
vendettas aside, both groups 
agree that the work of both 
clubs is to support their mem¬ 
bers and to further the chub¬ 
by movement. And through 
the exposure of chubby men 
— men who are not absolutely 
perfect but who have self es¬ 
teem — people can feel com¬ 
fortable with a little tummy 
roll or a less than washboard 
stomach. 


Concluding his thoughts on 
being a lifelong chubby-chaser, 
Di Genova says it all boils 
down to this: chubby or not, 
once you fall' in love with a 
person, the physical attributes 
become unimportant. “You be¬ 
gin to see the person there,” 
Di Genova says. “You fall in 
love with the person. My first 
lover was chubby then lost 
weight. I didn’t fall out of love 
with him. When you fall in 
love with a person it makes no 
difference what they look 
like.” ▼

Stocking Stuffer 

The Dyke Detector: How to Tell the Real Lesbians From Or¬ 
dinary People 

by Shelly Roberts. Illustrated by Yani Batteau. Paradigm, $7.95 

The Dyke Detector is not an instruction book for would-be 
lesbian detectives or even a manual for writing dyke dick fiction. 
It is, in fact, a warmly funny tutorial — a lesson plan, if you will, 
for discovering the definitely dyke among the hopelessly hetero¬ 
sexual. Using the handy clues in this book, you’ll be able to play 
spot the dyke like a pro in just a few short chapters. 

“Ask to see the pictures in her wallet” is a solid tip. If she 
produces “prints of her pussycats ... erase all scintilla of doubt 
from your mind. The more kitty color prints, the surer you can 
be.” Of course, I happened to have 13 color pictures of my cat 
in my bag when I read that section — the proof of the pudding, 
or the catnip, as the case may be. 

Shelly Roberts has put together a comical collection of sap- 
phic mores, delightfully illustrated by Yani Batteau. The writing 
is warmly witty, with more than a few loving pokes at our (oc¬ 
casional) tendency to take ourselves too seriously. I predict that 
The Dyke Detector will be the stocking stuffer of choice this 
holiday season. — Deborah Peifer 


Tame Romance 

Stonehurst 

By Barbara Johnson; Naiad Press, $9.95 

My guess is that someone at Naiad has decided to keep trying 
the historical romance until somebody gets it right. Stonehurst 
doesn’t. Amidst the offhand reference to things Regent (the novel 
purports to be set in early 19th-century England), Lady Cassan¬ 
dra (the femme) and Alex (andra, the butch) meet, fight, fall in 
love, conquer obstacles, and live happily ever after. 

Oh, yes, and they have sex. Constantly. The mere fact that 
they are being chased by highwaymen, a search party (Cassan¬ 
dra’s papa doesn’t want her to run away), and a rapist wannabe, 
doesn’t stop the gals from pulling over to the side of the road, 
to enjoy “the softness and, ultimately, the wetness.” As erotica, 
Stonehurstis remarkably tame and not terribly interesting. 

Less entertaining than the erotic moments, however, is the 
rest of the novel. Lady Cassandra is a spoiled little rich girl; Alex 
is a woman of gentle breeding whose poverty has forced her to 
wear men’s clothing, muck out stables, and generally feel put 
upon by the injustice of woman’s lot. When Alex helps Cassan¬ 
dra into a side-saddle, their hands touch, and Cassandra comes 
down with a severe, albeit confusing (how can she have these 
feelings for, a woman?) case of the hots for the insolent Alex. 
Alex is equally hot, although, given her previous experiences 
with various maids, less confused. 

Love conquers all, of course, as these two characters, who 
could easily be mistaken for American women of the late 20th 
century, process their feelings, have more sex, and find comfort 
at the estate of Cassandra’s spinster (we know what that means) 
aunt. Throughout the novel, concerns about an unnatural attrac¬ 
tion between the two women overshadow any attempt to create 
a sense of period. The result is an unsatisfying and annoying 
read.— Deborah Peifer 


Suspenseful Delight 

Dead Certain 

by Claire McNab; Naiad, $9.95 

I like to avoid superlatives — such a danger, don’t you know, 
of the designated best or worst being surpassed the following 
week. I’m going to screw my courage to the sticking place, 
though, and say that, in my opinion, Claire McNab is the best 
mystery writer at Naiad Press. McNab’s detective, Carol Ash¬ 
ton, is a real-life lesbian, with strengths and weaknesses aplenty, 
who consistently challenges herself and her readers. 

In No. 5 of the Ashton series, Dead Certain, the detective is 
brought in to whitewash an apparent suicide. She isn’t told to 
make a finding of accidental death —just encouraged , strongly, 
by her superiors in the police department, various political types, 
and a frightening, anonymous voice threatening her with expo¬ 
sure. 

In the meantime, Sybil, Carol’s lover and a wonderfully real¬ 
ized character, is resisting more and more Carol’s insistence that 
they must remain closeted to protect Carol’s job. Throw in a ter¬ 
rible twist, or several, and Dead Certain will surely keep you 
intrigued and entertained throughout. 

McNab’s characterizations are finely detailed, and her plotting 
just gets better and better. The writing is quite fine, with a splen¬ 
did sense of how we think and how we talk. It’s a real pleasure 
to watch Ashton, coolly and with exquisite courtesy, demolish 
a,suspect or an annoying public relations person. 

Dead Certain is a delight — funny, thoughtful, and excruciat¬ 
ingly suspenseful.

Broken Covenant 

by Charles Sennott; Simon and Schuster, $23

O ur century — self-in¬ 
dulgent, unjust and 
violent to an ap¬ 
palling degree — is 
still not without its saints. 
Many have been or are being 
recognized in their lifetimes, 
a phenomenon that occurred 
less often in past ages. In this 
century, Ghandi, Albert 
Schweitzer and Mother Tere¬ 
sa come quickly to mind. 
They share a hallmark, a self¬ 
less devotion to the welfare of 
others. 

So seemed Father Bruce 
Ritter, who began in the early 
’70s to minister to street kids, 
a raffish, frequently delin¬ 
quent lot for whom peddling 
drugs or their skin was all too 
often their livelihood. 

While Ritter was intently 
devoted to rescuing these kids 
from a miserable present and 
a probable future in the slam¬ 
mer or with a slit throat, he 
was finding many opportuni¬ 
ties to indulge his secret pas¬ 
sion for their bodies. 

The street kids knew 
about his seductions from the 
start. They spread the warn¬ 
ing among their peers, but 
were afraid to tell adult au¬ 
thorities, who they thought 
would not believe them. Rit¬ 
ter’s colleagues had their sus¬ 
picions but submerged them, 
feeling such behavior unlikely 
in so saintly a man. 

The sex went on intermit¬ 
tently, while the empire of ju¬ 
venile salvation known as 
Covenant House grew from 
its Times Square origin to a 
high-rise in New York’s west 
end before expansion to other 
U.S. cities and eventually to 
foreign sites as well. 

Traducing the Wealthy 

Ritter, a Franciscan priest, 
had climbed from a poor 
New Jersey Catholic back¬ 
ground through succeeding 
levels of ecclesiastical educa¬ 
tion in the United States and 
Rome. He separated himself 
discreetly from his vows and 
his pledged obedience to the 
dictates of his order. He got 
away with it by traducing the 
wealthy and powerful into 
supporting his charity until it 
grew to the size of an interna¬ 
tional corporation. 

Sennott, a N.Y. Post re¬ 
porter during Ritter’s glory 
days, traces the latter’s fantas¬ 
tic career and its sordid disso¬ 
lution. The journalist demon¬ 
strates how super-wealthy 
right wingers like Peter 
Grace and others in the secret 
Catholic order called the 
Knights of Malta promoted 
Covenant House, all the while 
bolstering Central American 
fascists like Roberto Alejos, 
who was responsible for 
killing the parents of the kids 
Covenant House was trying to 
help in Guatemala. 

Matching this corruption 
was gross mismanagement 
and aggrandizement within 
the charity’s staff, including 
Ritter himself. 

In yet another irony, much 
of the money Ritter was si¬ 
phoning off was going to 
maintaining a two-bit hustler 
named Kevin Kite, who even¬ 
tually turned against his bene¬ 
factor. Kite, whom a 
Covenant House ally still calls 
a “sleazoid,” spilled his guts 
to a N.Y. district attorney. 
Wired for sound, Kite secured 
enough evidence to start legal 
proceedings. 


Cast a Wide Net 

That broke open every¬ 
thing. In the brouhaha that 
followed, the players — Ritter, 
the N.Y. Post , the DA’s of¬ 
fice, the ultra-right fat cats 
and the hapless associates in 
Covenant House — all get it 
in Sennott’s detailed anato¬ 
mizing of the whole mess. 

Sennott’s casts a wide net, 
representing everyone of any 
importance at all. But how 
are they represented? The 
presentation is mixed, and 
the mixture is dubious. Sen¬ 
nott documents many of his 



assertions, but isn’t above in¬ 
jecting uncorroborated obser¬ 
vations to lend his text emo¬ 
tional urgency. 

A typical example occurs 
on page 116. As the author re¬ 
counts the initiation of Ritter 
into the heady world of high 
finance wedded to unassail¬ 
able philanthropy, he has Rit¬ 
ter think “if he hadn’t become 
a priest, he would have made 
an excellent CEO himself.” 

One wonders if this was 
simply habitual tabloid excess 
or Sennott’s own idea of “the 
new journalism.” Whatever, 
the instance is not isolated. 

For the gay and gay-sensi¬ 
tive reader, Sennott’s treat¬ 
ment of Ritter is equivocal. 
On one hand, the author di¬ 
rectly represents the judg¬ 
ment of the church, the U.S. 
legal establishment, the ho¬ 
mophobic majority of the het¬ 
erosexual population, all of 
which lumped together Rit¬ 
ter’s cluster of acts as “child 


abuse.” The factor that magni¬ 
fied Ritter’s guilt was the 
hypocrisy of supposedly sav¬ 
ing young males from homo¬ 
sexual prostitution while se¬ 
ducing many of them himself 
in the process. 

Evidence Mounted 

Though evidence mounted 
from more of the street ca¬ 
naries, Ritter steadfastly 
maintained that all their accu¬ 
sations were lies. He still 
does. Though his sex was 
with kids past puberty and 
never with pre-pubertal types 
— making dubious the inter¬ 
pretation that he was molest¬ 
ing children — his adamant re¬ 
fusal to admit that which ev¬ 
eryone associated with the sit¬ 
uation now realizes is true 
only makes hypocrisy darker. 

Booted out of the 
Covenant House charity en¬ 
tirely, Ritter struggled for re¬ 
assignment to another Fran¬ 
ciscan post, even applying for 
one in India, but to no avail. 
He now lives on a small, iso¬ 
lated farm in upstate New 
York, where Sennott tried to 
interview him. The author 
found him to be tanned and 
strong, but still completely 
unwilling to talk when he 
knew his visitor’s identity. 

Sennott implies that hu¬ 
mane motives prompted his 
effort to interview Ritter, but 
one wonders. In the next-to- 
last chapter, Sennott includes 
the psychological interpreta¬ 
tions of John Money and oth¬ 
er authorities on why some 
men seduce boys and then ob¬ 
sessively deny they have done 
so even after the evidence is 
incontrovertible. A leading 
theory is something called 
“cognitive distortion,” which 
convinces them that what 
they are doing is not bad. 
Since at least two of these 
young men were consenting 
adults and others have appar¬ 
ently carried no psychological 
scars, even the officially ac¬ 
cepted diagnosis of a sexual 
neurosis might be more ex¬ 
treme than is warranted. ▼
